Her Death Imminent. 
At the bedside of Mrs. Bunting is her 
,™mother and the 1l-year-old boy, both 
grief-stricken. Her death is now re- 
garded as merely a question of a few 
hours. Mills and Mrs. Bunting had 
been on intimate terms for several) 

months, so it is said tonight. 
* Two bullets were fired tnto Mrs, 
Bunting’s body, one piercing the left 
lung and the other lodging in the left 


From the appearance of Mills as hé 
was found early tonight, he evidently 
left Mrs. Bunting for dead and walked 
to one side of the buggy, lay down, 
placed his derby across his legs at 
the knees, put the pistol bafrel in his 
mouth and fired one and probably two 
shots, death resulting instantaneously. 
The pistol was found only a few 
inches from his right hand. The fin- 
@ers were all powder stained. The 
wounds on Mrs. Bunting showed pow- 
Ger burns also. 

When informed of the tragedy to- 
night Mill’s wife could hardly believe 
it, and was completely unnerved by 
the news. Mills is about thirty-six 
years old and had made his home in 
Waycross for some.time. Previous to 
entering the insurance field, he was in 
the grocery business, 

Rushed to Waycross, 

There was no evidence that Mills 
was drinking. After Mrs. Bunting was 
shot she managed in some manner to 
get to the buggy and across into Ware 
county, stopping at the first house, 
where she collapsed. A passing auto- 
mobile from Blackshear was stopped 
and rushed into Waycross for physi- 
cians. Medical aid was prompt and 
Sheriff Pittman and other officers went 
out immediately. It was over an hour 
after the first searching party went 
out from Waycross that the body of 
Mills was found by Policeman A, P. 
Padgett. 

Only recently efforts had been made 
by relatives to effect a reconciHation 
between Mrs. Bunting and her hus- 
band and it is said that she had told 
Mills that today was the last time 
they could each other. This was 
taken to mean that Mrs. Bunting in- 
tended joining her husband shortly. 
The body of Mills was brought into 
Waycross tonight. No inquest. has 
been held yet. It is probable that. the 
affair will be investigated.

Mr. Mever, after a personal 
tion of the navy yards of ihe country, 
came to the conclusion that there are 
too many, and that those regarded as 
most important would be of  iittle 
value in time of war; that the test to 
which a navy yard must be subjected 
is the character and quality of 
work and the rapidity with 
can be done in an 
three yards on the eastern Atlantic 
coast are at New York, Boston and 
Portsmouth, and these yards Mr, Meyer 
would abandon and in their place cre- 
ate a great modern estadlisnment on 
Narragansetts bay, with an anchorage 
grounas sufficient for the entire fleet 
and dry docks enough tor six or eight 
of the larest battleships atloat to be 
repaired simultaneously, and with 
shops equipped with the latest Mma- 
chinery, sO that the United States 
would have a plant second to none in 
the world. Tne consolidation would 
not only result in great economy, but 
would increase efficiency, as Operations 
in one yard could be carried on better 
than in three, and the establishment 
could be kept in operation all the year 
round, Of the yards that Mr. Meyer 
would abandon, Portsmouth has no 
value strategically and has not much 
greater value as a manufacturing es- 
tablishment; New York and Boston 
have also lost their military impor- 
tance, and while their plants have 
been kep: up to date, they are cramped 
for rooin and have not sufficient wa- 
ter front tor ships to tind a safe an- 
cnorage. lit is a peculiar thing, as Mr. 
Meyer discevered aiter looking into 
the subjict, that in Europe the large 
naval stations are not in great coin- 
inercial centers, such as New York 
and Koston, but at less important ports 
where there is less danger of interfer- 
ence by merchant ships with vessels of 
war. With the opening of the Panama 
canal the strategical center will shift, 
and Guantanamo, which Cuba ceded to

Startling Exhibit Is Prepared by 
Stanley Probing Committee 


Exhibit Shows That the Steel 


Trust, by Interlocking Direc- 
torates, Extcids Its Influ- 
ence to Thousands of Other 
‘Corporations. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 380.—(Special.)— 
The interlocking of directorates by 
whieh the steel trust affects corpora- 
tions with fifteen billions of capital 
and thus extend the trust's influence 
to thousands of other companies is re- 
vealed in an exhibit just orepared by 
the Stanley steel investigating com- 
mittee. 

More than fifteen billions of dollars 
ig the grand total of t e capital, sur- 
Plus and funded debt of the various 
companies in which the officers and 
directors of the United States Steel 
Corporation are also officers or direc- 
tors. The list includes about 213 finan- 
cial organizations. 

After mentioning this enormous 
amount of money—$15,208,497,325, to be 
exact—in the control of which the of- 
ficers and directors of the steel corpo- 
ration have a hand, Mr. Stanley ex- 
pects to call attention to the fact that 
the total amount of money in circula- 
tion in the United States is only 
$3,.284,.152,496, and when the bullion in 
the treasury is added the total amount 
is only $3,621,117,239. 

What Report Will Show. 


Twenty-one is the number of the 
officers and directors of the United 
States Steel Corporation, who are also 
officers or directors of other large 
financial institutions. The Stanley re- 
port will show the companies in which 
each of these men are officers or di- 
rectors, and the capital stock. surplus 
and funded debt of each, to-ether with 
the .total for each man. 

George A. Baker, a director of the 
steel corporation, heads the list, nearly 
sixty companies, whose total capital, 
surplus and funded debt reach the 
enormous figure of $5,871,407,819. 

This is the first time that a com- 
parison of this kind has been 
made. Mr. Stanley and his democratic 
colleafues will argue that it shows, 
better than anything else, the great 
power of the United Steel Cor- 
poration, and the absolute necessity 
that the federal government adopt 
proper means to Keep such an enor- 
mous and far-reaching concern in 
check. 

The committee will also take the po- 
Sition that it is absoluteiv unreason- 
able to suppose that these 213 compa- 
nies, worth more than fifteen billions 
Of dollars, do work in harmony 
when they have directors and officers 
in common. This tremendous concen- 
tration of wealth will receive the at- 
tention of the committee and will fig- 
ure largely in the recommendations 
which it will make to the house. 

Some of Linked Concerns, 

Among the largest and best-known 
Companies which are thus linked with 
the United States Steel Corporation, as 
shown by the statement prepared un- 
der Mr. Stanley's direction, are these.

SUGAR MAAATES 
GET A MISTRIAL 


Disagreement Reported by the 
Jury After Midnight, 


Magnates Had Been on Trial 
for Three Weeks, Accused 
of Criminal Conspiracy Un- 
der Sherman Law—Judge’s 
Charge Favored Magnates. 


New York, March 30.—The jury in 
the case of John R. Parsons, Washing- 
ton B. Thomas, George H. Frazier and 
Arthur Donner, charged with violating 
the criminal clause of the Sherman 
anti-trust law while directors of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, re- 
ported a disagreement in the United 
States district court shortly before 1:30 
o'clock this morning. The defendants, 
who were charged with conspiracy in 
restraint of trade in closing the Penn- 
sylvania Sugar Refining Company's 
plant, have been on trial for nearly 
three weeks in the federal court. 

After listening to a charge regard- 
ed as favorable to the defense, the 
jurors retired shortly after noon, and 
as the hours of deliberation wore on 
it became evident they were -having 
difficulty in reaching a verdict. 


Statute of Limitations. 

That the app-ication of the statute 
of limitations was one of the points 
being considered became evident when, 
shortly beforsa 5 o'clock, they returned 
to the court room and asked for en- 
lightenment on the operation of the 
statute. 

Judge Hand was asked by the fore- 
man if it would be possible for the 
jurors to return a verdict of acquittal 
if they could agree on the point that 
the defendants had no criminal intent | 
when they made the loan of $1,250,000 
to Adolph Segal, bv which it is alleged 
the sugar trust obtained possession of 
Segals Philadelphia refinery. The court 
replied it would be possible to acquit 
if it was found the defendants had 
done nothing criminal since July 1, 
1906, 

At 6 oclock the jury sent 
quest for certain correspondence 
the record relating to the foreclosure 
of the Segal loan and half an hour 
later took a recess for dinner.

Charge of the Judge. 

Judge Hand, in his charge, said it 
must be shown that each defendant 
individually had some connection with 
the alleged conspiracy to close down 
the Segal refinery, and touched upon 
the statute of limitations at length. 

“You must find whether after July 
1, 1906," he said, “the power to open 
or close the refinery rested with. the 
defendants. You must also be satis- 
fied that after that date if the refinery 
remained closed it was done through 
their wil] and with a criminal pur- 
pose.’

pointed out that Segal 
might have built his refinery to com- 
pete merely until he was bought out. 

Shortivy before midnight the jurors 
returned to the court room again for 
further instruttions on the applica- 
tion of the statute of limitations. They 
were instructed by Judge Hand, at the 
suggestion of District Attorney Wise, 
that as a continuing conspiraéey was 
charged they could consider and con- 
vict on evidence prior to July 1, 1906, 
assuming tliat intent was shown after 
that date. afterwards the jury 
reported a disagreement

Taft Declares That the 
American "eople Are Con- 
servative. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 30.—Presi- 
dent Taft was in an optimistic frame 
of mind tonight when he faced sevy- 
eral hundred members of the Phila- 
delphia chamber of commerce here. He 
told them he believed the people were 
on the eve of better times; that things 
were growing better and that he be- 
lieved there would be no great coal 
strike. He said he had no jurisdiction 
in settling strikes and that he knew 
enough to wait to see “if youu were 
welcome,’ than to “go butting in” to 
a matter between parties who know 
their rights. 

The president said he was not a 
reactionary, but was. a progressive; 
that he was not a pessimist, but an 
optimist, 
ae Sresiics'e. speech at the Bourse 
was the first of several he delivered 
here tonight. He arrived at 6 p. m. 
There was a large number of people 
on the street, but there was no spe- 
cial enthuisasin. 

From the Bourse Mr. Taft was taken 
to a hotel where he addressed the 
Ohio Society of Philadeiphia. Later in 
the evening he went to Horticulture 
Hall nearby, where the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science was holding the ciosing ses- 
sion of its annual meeting.

Guatemala City, March 30.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press Rep- 
resentative with Secretary Knox.)—If 
the visit of Secretary Knox to Guate- 
mala accomplished nothing more, it 
afforded.the president of this republic 
a public airing, the like of which he 
has not had since the last attempt upon 
his life some four years ago. 

Manuel Estrada Cabrera has a keen 
sense of humor and he must have had 
in mind more than he expressed in 
words when he said at the dinner given 
by him to his American guest, at the 
government palace, that he had hugely 
enjoyed the past three days. 

Always at the side of the secretary, 
Mrs. Knox, or others of the guests, 
the president repeatedly “showed him- 
self’’ to the people—and to their un- 
feigned surprise. Indeed, the appear- 
ance in public of the iron-handed ruler 
whose multitudinous duties, as he ex- 
plains, have long kept him closely con- 
fined in the palace, was much the fea- 
ture of the visit. 

In Guatemala the wish of the na- 
tional executive is the law, and when 
word went forth that Guatemala was 
to outdo the other Central American 
republics in. its welcome to Mr. Knox 
it was a forgone conclusion that the 
reception would be all that the con- 


mitted, 
Special Train Met Knox. 

A special train bringine members of 
the cabinet, high army officers and 
other notables, met the Knox party at 
San Jose and the secretary was es- 
corted to the capital. The railway sta- 
tions at all the villages passed were 
decorated with the Guatemalan and 
American colors and half buried be- 
hind palins and flowers. On 
forms were schoo) children dressed ip 
white and blue, the national colors, and 
who, if the train stopred, sang. 
waved a greeting as the special 
by. 

At Escuintla, where a stop was made 
for refreshments, the secretary passed 
between the lines of boys and- girls, 
and one ef the children presented 
with an address of welcome. At Mo- 
ran, the mecca of cock fighters, a band 
jammed the “Star Spangled Banner” 
into the two minutes required by the 
locomotive to take water. 

Passing close to the southern shore 
of beautiful. LaGuna, the train brought 
to view a flotilla of canoes fantasti- 
cally dressed in the colors of the two 
countries, while around the craft filled 
with voung men and women were 
swimmers whose protruding hands held 
above the surface the Stars . and 
Stripes, 

On reaching the capitol, the secretary 
was greeted by a distinguished group 
of government officials and escorted to 
a mansion vacated by its Spanish 
owner for the use of the Knox family, 
through streets gaily decorated, under 
arches of welcome, past a duplicate of 
the statue of IAberty and always be- 
tween rows of soldiers, behind whom 
must have been a majority of the 
city’s inhabitants. <Al]l were respectful 
but “one looked in vain for a glimmer 
of the sort of welcome that a distin- 
guished scquest expects in North 
America, 

Indians in Torchlight Parade. 

That evening 3,000 Indians took part 
in a torchlieht procession past the 
foreien office, and President Cabrera, 
giving his arm to Mrs. Knox, stepped 
to an open window from which he 
witnessed the weird scene. It was a 
pathetic sight—dull-faced men, women 
and children, tneir miserable garb 
made more fantastic by the uncertain 
light of the torches, trudging along to 
doleful music and occasionally cheer- 
ing for Cabrera, in review for the 
entertainment of the president’s Amer- 
ican guests. 

Cabrera, the last of the type of Diaz, 
Castro and Zelaya in the republics to 
the south of the United States, is the 
absolute ruler of his 2,000,000 “sub- 
jects,” 1,500,000 of whom are Indians, 
Little is said of the president, and if 
what is said is true, he is a nearly 
perfect man. The obsequiousness of 
his ministers at the various functions 
was marked. He directed every move. 
At the slightest movement of his hand

At its conclu- 
sion a dignified figure surrounded by 
officials left the legation, and stepping 
into the presidential carriage was 
driven ewiftly away. Ten minutes 
later Cabrera emerged unattended 
from the house, and climbing into a 
dilapidated public conveyance, was 
taken to the palace. The president 
never follows the natural route in his 
infrequent travels about the city, nor 
does he ever appear just when and 
where he might be expected. 

“Guatemala is always peaceful,” said 
the president in an interview, “and 
we do not need a court at Cartago. But 
some of the other republics, where 
there are occasional revolutions, do 
need such a tribunal, and it is a good 
thing.”” Guatemala, however, has not 
been especially punctilious in observ- 
ing her obligations under the Central 
American peace pact of 1907, and only 
recently Salvador had occasion to com- 
plain and invite the good offices of the 
American state department to secure 
her territogjal rights against Guate- 
malan aggression. 

Mr. Knox evidently had this in mind 
when he delivered his formal address 
at President Cabrera’s dinner. He de- 
clared in language that could not be 
misunderstood that the strict adher- 
ence of Guatemala to the Washington 
conventions was inseparable from any 
hope of future prosperity, advance- 
ment and peace. These conventions

Increase of 37,000 Acres in 
Improved Land Retums, 


Dogs Have Been Dying Fast 
in Georgia if Reports Are 
Correct, for There Has Been 
a Slump of 40,000 Dogs in 
a Year. 


Some interesting facts relative to 
Georgia may be gathered from the con- 
solidation of the tax returns of 1911, 
which has just been completed by 
Captain W. H. Harrison, assistant in 
the office of Comptroller General W. 
A. Wright. . 

Most interesting among these is the 
steady but sure increase in Georgia 
land values from year to year. The 
average taxable value of all land in 
the state in 1910 was $5.32 per acre, 
while in 1911 it was $5.47; and it has 
been advancing every year at a similar 
rate. 

There were 31,642,313 acres of im- 
proved land returned in Georgia in 
1911, an inerease of approximately 
37,0900 acres; while wild lands, aggre- 
gating 4,337,864 acres, show a propor- 
tionate decrease. The total values of 
this acreage is given in at $197,773,- 
983, an inerease of $9,500,000. It is a 
curious fact that the total acreage 
returned varies from year to year; for 
instance, there were 21,000 acres more 
returned in 1911 than in 1910. This is 
due sometimes to defaulters and some 
times to errors in the office of the 
tax recéiver. 

Increase of 3,000. 

There were 361,069 persons in 1911, 
who returned polls paying the state 
($1 per head, an increase of little more 
, than 3,000 over the previous year; of 
|these two-thirds were white and the 
balance negroes. 

There were 1,949 lawyers in Geore 
gia at the close of 1911, at least that 
number paid the professional tax 
|$10 to the state—an increase of 
during the year. Similarly, judging 
from the payment of the professional 
tax, Georgia has 2,667 doctors, an in- 
crease of 117; 508 dentists, a decreaze 
of 14; 47 veterinary surgeons, 41 ar- 
chitects, 79 presidents of corporations 
and 123.934 dogs. The return of dogs, 
upon which the state exacts a dollar 
a head, shows a remarkable slump as 
compared with 1910, in fact, so great 
is the decrease that it looks as if 
the dog tax is liable to become a dead 
simply through the failure of 
| the owners of dogs to return them, 
In 1910 there were 164,952 dogs re- 
turned at a dollar a head; so there 
has been a falling off of about 40,- 
000 within a year. It is hardly pos- 
sible that that number of dogs could 
have been poisoned, or even ca 
by the dog catcher and imp 
| within a twelve-month. 

Increase of $14,000,000, 

The returns show that the aggre- 
grate value of city and town property 
in 1911 was $215,649,410, an increase 
of $14,000,000 over 1910, and consider- 
ably in excess of the value of all the 
farm liands in Georgia. 

Bank stocks returned, state and na- 
tional, an increase 
of $2,000,000; stocks and bonds owned 
in the state were returned at $2,9 
050, a slight increase; Money and sol- 
‘vent debts aggregated $52,004,236, an 
1 increase of $4.000,000; merchandise was 
| valued at $38,971,929, an increase of 
‘about $1,000,000; manufactories $38,- 
| 235,403, an increase of $1;500,000; house- 
hold and kitchen furniture $25,806,928, 
an increase of about $1,000,000; horses, 
mules, sheep, cattle, etc., $45,071,823, 
an increase of more than $2,000,000; 
farm tools and tmplements $10,602,943, 
an increase of $300,000, while crops 
in hand were valued at $1,666,282, a 
slight decrease. 

Automobiles owned in Georgia were 
returned at $2,435,704, an increase of 
about $900,000. There are approxi- 
mately 13,500 automobiles and motor- 
eycles owned in Georgia; the aver- 
age value for taxation is, therefore, 
considerably less than $200 each. 

Some Other Taxes. 

Some other interesting features 
gathered from the consolidation in- 
clude the fact that there is $302,822 
invested in shipping and tonnage in 
the state, which takes in only the lit- 
tle river and coast boats, owned by 
individuals,~ since the big steamship 
companies make thé@ir returns through 
the comptroller general; that there is 
$216,860 of capital invested in mining 
in Georgia, an increase of $85,000; and 
that the lawyers, doctors, dentists, etc., 
pay the state a total in the protes- 
sional tax of $10 each, of $53,850. 

The total taxable values in Georgia 
for the year as shown on the digests 
are $681,608,608, as compared with $642,- 
550.122 in 1910. These figures do not 
include any railroad or corporation 
property which hold public franchises 
and which are required to make their 
returns and pay their taxes through 
the comptroller general. The total of 
this class of property is approximately 
$135,000,000. 

The figures show that Georgia has 
been steadily advancing along all lines 
and that there has been a substantial 
increase in every item of importance 
on the list.

How Cabrera Looks. 


Cabrera feels the burden of state, but 
has no desire to lay it down. He has 
been represented as in very bad health, 
but he does not look like a sick man. 
He is an Indian, about 55 years of age, 
of medium height, thick-set, with @ 
well-shaped head. His hair is thin and 
slightly gray, and his moustache is 
iron gray. His face is wonderfully 
mobile and expressive. His black eyes 
are penetrating, amd he can give one 
a disconcerting stare. At the same time 
he can smile sweetly enough, and his 
manners are easy. 

In the house occupied by Mr. Knox 
hangs a portrait of Cabrera, taken 
some years ago, when he wore a beard. 
An American might mistake the por- 
trait for one of Justice Charles E. 
Hughes, of the supreme court. 

The grievance of the lower classes, 
if indeed they realize that they have 
any, is to be found in the poverty ré- 
sulting, in. part at least, from the im- 
mense revenue necessary to maintain 
the president and army in lavish style.

New York, March 30.—The market 
was higher today, on unfavorable 
weather conditions and rather a more 
optimistic view of the labor situation, 
with the close very steady at a net 
advance of from 56 to 8 points. 

The opening was steady, unchanged 
to an advance of 3 points in sympathy 
with better cables than expected.

Moreover, the talk around the ring 
reflected increasing apprehensions of 
serious floods in the Mississippi val- 
ley, with further possible delays in 
farm work. 

Reviews of the dry goods trade indi- 
cated something of a falling off in 
demand toward“the end of the week, 
but Fall River again reported a good 
business. Reports concerning the !a- 
bor situation in the domestic coal 
fields were commented on more fayor- 
able, particularly with reference tothe. 
bituminous gituation, which is consid- 
ered more important than anthracite 
from a manufacturing standpoirm.

New York, March 30.—Interest in 
today’s two-hour session on the stock 
exchange centered largely around one 
stock—Reading—which rose suddenly 
on the report of another conference, 
eleven days hence, between the an- 
thracite coal owners and the miners.

Prospect of colder, unsettleg weather 
over Sunday encourageqd swarms of 
new buyers to take hoelg and in the 
end forced pit traders to capitulate. 
The bull view of the corn market was 
that unseasonable conditions which 
have prevailed several weeks beyond 
the usual period have necessitated con- 
sumption at the winter rate, the huge 
average of more than 354,000,000 bush- 
els a month making a total require- 
ment which the amount of corn in the 
country has been strained to supply 
and has put gilt-edge premium on the 
relatively meager board ieft. 

At no time today dig the price of 
corn react below the quotations cur- 
rent last night.

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ANTHRACNOSE IN COTTON 
FOUGHT BY STATE COLLEGE 


Athens, Ga., March 30.—(Special.)— 
For several years the state College of 
Agriculture: has beeen at work in its 
special experimentations through the 
cotton school to produce a variety of 
cotton which will successfully resist 
anthracnose, the enemy of the Doll 
which produces rot. Eminent success 
has crowned the efforts of the college 
work, as will be readily perceived 
from the following interview given to 
The Constitution by Dr. J. H. DeLoach, 
professor of cotton culture 


Professor DeLoach Talks. 


“The State College of Agriculture un- 
dertook a few yearg ago to perfect a 
variety of big boll cott to resist the 
much-cGreaded fungus disease, anthrac- 
nose. lor this purpose, a typical plant 
of the Cook cotton was selected and 
one of the Kilgore variety. The ini- 
tial plants were bred pure and free 
from disease for a year, and new se- 
lections made On cro seg effected be- 
tween choice plants, bringing the pol- 
len from the Kilgore to the Cook. 
After the cross, “thie Cook type was 
made the basis of selcction, and a few 
plants of this type had the larger bolls’ 
which had been one of the purposes of 
the cross... The great object for which 
the work was undertaken was elimina- 
tion of anthracnose, to which the Cook 
variety semmedespecially susceptible. 
Of this cross, one plant from. the prog- 
eny of the large boll selection was 
free from disease, when others in the 
same row had as high as 25 per cent of 
the disease. The reduction of this in 
a single year was quite noticeable, and 
in 1908 only 5 per cent of the plants 
were diseased in the plats planted with 
the selected seed. In 190 no disease 
was found, but the selection was Kept 
up and especial care given to the 
snape of plant and size of bolls. 

“The success with the selection: in 
the experimental plats was so marked 
that. it was. decided to arrange for a 
‘distribution of a limited number of 
packages of them. over the state in 
1911. Farmers who desired to try 
them were required to pay $1 for a 
half bushel package and sign an 
agreement to make a certified report 
on furnished blanks of the success 
with which the eotton was grown. 


Twenty-eight packages were accord- 
ingly sent out to as many farmers 
and reaching twenty-two counties. 
These counties extended from Pickens 
to Colquitt and from Carroll to Bul- 
loch, and represent almost every soil 
area in the state: 


Reports Encouraging. 


“The reports received 
farmers are most encouraging. Of 
the entire number nineteen reported 
no trace Of disease, and from the other 
nine reports of ‘a few bolls of an- 
thracnose,' ‘a few one-sided bolls 
which I took to be anthracnose,’ or 
‘not more than 1 per cent. This piece 
of land always has anthracnose, and 
other cottons than yours had as much 
as per cent.this year.. This is an 
illustration of. the reports ‘nthe 
words of the farmers who planted the 
seed. This was not gatisfactory, and 
an effort was made to get samples of 
the disease from flelas” last referred 
to. A laboratory examination showed 
the following to be the facts: ‘Per- 
haps seme anthracnose in one of the 
six bolls.sent for examination, but not 
the cause of the rot.’ Another: ‘Of 
the ten specimens forwarded one had 
anthracnose, but no trace of the dis- 
ease found. on «the other nine.” <An- 
thracnose was found in samples sent 
from five fields, but was the least si 
nificant of disease and proved to be 
the cause of decay in only two in- 
stances. The most of the trouble was 
brought on from the effects of the 
‘sharp-shooter,’ and several bolls had 
mildew, which was brought on from 
excessive rains. 

“The present year 
farmers have already 
newly selected seed from the colle 
and the same conditions as in 198 
and the best selections ever made on 
the college farm were in the autumn 
of 1911. The crop sown to this variety 
in 1912 will consist of 175 almost idea} 
plants, which come up to the highest 
standard and are to be planted by the 
gJ-ant to row method and will be 
tested for resistance to disease, high 
per cent of lint, length of lint, and 
size of bolls and plants. The students 
of the college take part in all the se- 
lections of these plants, and keep up 
with every forward step in the work. 
While the methods of selection are 
thoroughly scientific, an effort is made 
to keep the work extremely practical.”

PHYSICAL VALUE 
OF RAILROADS 


Adan:zon. Is Pushing Bill to 
Enable :t to Be De- 


termined. 


Washington, March 30.—in submit- 
ting his report to the house, recom- 
mending the enactment of a bill em- 
powering the interstate commerce 
commission to make a physical valua- 
tion of railroads, Representative 
Adamson, of. Georgia, chairman of the 
house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce, says: 

“The anomaly has grown up, grad- 
ually and uncons@ously, that public 
carriers are to beg allowed to charge 
an income on what they owe as well as 
on what they own. Nobody else in the 
world with whom we.are acquainted 
is allowed that privilege.” 

._Mr. Adamson points out what he 
plieves to be the absurdity of the 

stem of fixing railroad rates on a 
iasis which contemplates not only in- 
vested capital, but bonded Hability. 
He says income is allowed on a rail- 
road's claim as to its investment, ac- 
tual and watered, and allowances 
made likewise upon such fixed charges 
as the burden of doing business and 
interest on bonds, whether the securi- 
ties are sold at par or not.

These impor- 
tant developments in the complicated 
Mexican situation were learned here 
today.

Un this. policy, 
three cousignments of arms and am- 
munition already have gone _ into 
Mexico. j 
Taft May Make Exceptions. 

The joint resolution of congress 
under which President Taft's recent 
proclamation forbidding the exporta- 
tion of munitions of war was issueé, 
authorized the president tc make e™x- 
ceptions in his discretion. The aitli- 
tuds of President Taft, as explained oy 
officials here, is to permit the Mexi- 
Can government to buy Whatever it 
pleases in this country, This is. no vi- 
Olation of neutrality, if is added, as the 
belligerency of the revolutionists hus 
not been recognized. Ixtreme precau- 
tions wil) be taken to prevent war sup- 
Plies consigned to the Mexican govern- 
ment from falling into the hands of 
the rebels, who are denied the privi- 
lege of receiving such materials under 
the president’s proclamation. 

Reinforcements contemplated by 
President Madero must be composed 
of raw recruits, but it is declared by 
Mexican officials that the personne! 
would be very eflective froma military 
point of view, as the army will be 
composed of rurales already used to 
some sort of discipline. They are bold 
and experienced riders and fighters, 
used to running down  Drigands in 
their mountain fastnesses and capable 
of living amid hardships. 

If the Madero Plans Carry. 

If the Madero plans carry the rebel 
force now operating in Chihuahua 
might find itself on the defensive, be- 
ing taken in the rear by a northern 
army and attacked in front by a con- 
siderable regular army force now at 
Torreon, composed of parts of three 
columns originally dispatched under as 
Many generals to attack Orozco’s 
forces-in the neighborhood of Chihua- 
hua.

Much ignorance exists in official cir- 
cles as to what has actually happened 
inthe state of Chihuahua during the 
past eventful week. It is true there 
have been reports sweeping rebel 
victories, but most o1‘tnese have come 
from partisan sources. It was pointed 
Out at the Mexican embassy today that 
after each battle—at Torreon, Escalon. 
Corralitos and Jiminez, when the reb- 
els were said to have been victorious. 
the government forces were found in 
a more advanced position than before 
the battle. 

American Army Idle. 

Meanwhile the American army re- 
mains idle, so far as Mexico is con- 
cerned; the navy pursues the peaceful 
routine ofstillfurther pulverizing the 
remnant of the wreck of the old bat- 
tleship San Marcos, and there is no 
visible sign of any change of mind on 
the part of the administration in its 
policy of non-intervention.

The killing of Charles Hall Taylor by 
G Franklin Tindall took on a new 
Phase today at the coroner's inquest, 
when it developed that Taylor and 
Miss Lula Carter, of Smithville, sis- 
ter-in-law of Tindall, were ,to have 
been married today, the young man 
having the marriage license in bis 
pocket at the time he was killed. 

In testifying before the coroner's 
jury, Miss Carter gave a different ver- 
sion of the killing than that of.

She saiq that she and Taylor 
were seated on the porch and had 
their arms around each other. That 
she was not resisting Taylor and did 
not cry out for assistance, as claimed 
by her brother-in-law. 

She said that when Tindall came up 
the walk to where they were seated 
he spoke to Taylor and said: “That is 
a nice way to treat a woman,” and

toward Tindall and the latter pulled 
his gun and shot him twice. 

Tindall today declined\to discuss his 
case, but did not appear to be worried 
in the least. It was intimated that it 
will be claimed that he faileg to recug- 
nize the young man and was under 
the impression that the woman on the 
porch with him was Mrs. Tindall in- 
stead of Miss Carter. 

After the evidence had been placed 
before the coroner’s jury this morning 
a verdict of justifiable homicide was 
returned.

The radical difference between the 
physica] conditions at Kiel and Pana- 
ma preclude the adoption of any of the 
details of the Kiel process for the 
Panama canal, he believes. 

Colonel Goethals feels he has done 
all in his power to impress on congress 
the need of immediate tegislation for 
the administration of the canal zone. 
One of the matters requiring tmmedi- 
ate attention is the policing of the 
zone after the canal builders have 
withdrawn. This problem will become 
acute at the terminal, and especially 
at Colon, on the Atlantic side of the 
isthmus. At present the Panama Rail- 
road Company owns all but about 190 
lots in Colon, which has 16,000 people. 
Under existng treaties and laws, this 
ground, practically the whole city, is 
under the police protection of Panama. 
Whether this arrangement will be suf-

WEBB SHOT STEWART

Pittsburg, Pa., March 30.—Harry

(A. S LeVino, in Harper's Weekly.) 

Criesus-like have been the reported 
earnings of aviators in the past three 
vears. In 1909 four or five exception- 
ally skilled airmen did take $50,000 
apiece out of the flying game; three 
exceeded this sum by perhaps $25,000, 
But, in the main, the aviator who 
cleared $10,000 a year or averaged 
$200 a week in 1909, 1910, or 1911, was 
not only exceptional but accounted 
more than lucky. Why? Because of 
old Captain Demand and General Sup- 
ply. A competent airman can be grad- 
uated from any well-regulated gchool 
in three weeks, and as lcng as even $75 
a week can be earned by flying there 
will- be no dearth of applicants for the 


jobs. 

The Wrights have paid their flyers— 
and, incidentally,. no better airmen 
have ever been before the public than 
the men presented by the Dayton com- 
pany---just $20 a "week and $50 addi- 
tional. for every day on which they 
flew. regardless of the number ‘of 
flights made, or how much they wonin 
prizes.

SIDAAS CAPTURE 


SEEMS IMMINENT 


Detectives Think They't Soo 
bet Leader and Nephew, 


Remaining Outlaws Believed to 
Be Surrounded on Sugar Loaf 
Mountain — Posse Prepared 
to Meet Death in Effecting 
capture. 


Hillsville, Va., March 30.—Sidna Al- 
len, leader of the Allen clan, and Wes- 
ley Edwards, his nephew, the two fugli- 
tive courthouse assassins, are believed 
to be surrounded on Sugar Loaf moun- 
tain. Detectives under Thomas Felts 
today located last night's camp of 
the two men 3 miles. west of Floyd 
Allen’s home. Every dine of escape 
is said to be guarded ang a battle may 
take place within. a few hours. 

With grim determination and cau- 
tion tnspired by belief that success 
almost certainly will mean death to 
some of their number, Detective Feé'ts 
and his men early today resumed their 
search for Sidna Allen and Wesley Ed- 
wards, the last free members of the 
gang that shot up Carroll courthouse. 
It now seems certain that the -fugi- 
tives are hiding within the surrounded 
territory Known as No Man's Land, on 
the North Carolina border, and the de- 
tectives are confident that it will be 
only a matter of hours before they are 
beaten out of the mountain brush. 

Direct word from Allen and Ed- 
wards came to the searchers yesterday 
for the first time, when young Friel 
Allen, the 17-year-old nephew of Sidna 
and one of the eight indicteq for the 
courthouse murders, was captured at 
the home of his father. Friel, who 
left the mountains and came home, ex- 
pecting capture, because he was 
“plumb starved gut,’ told his captors 
that he parted from his cousin and 
uncle at the top of the mountains 
Wednesday night. He declared that 
both of the men told him as he left 
that they woulq never be taken alive; 
that they would die “shooting at the 
detectives.” The uncle, he said, ad- 
mitted that he killed Judge Massie, 
while Wesley Edwards. confessed that 
Commonwealth's Attorney Foster was 
his mark. According to the young 
prisoner, the older men diq not deny 
that they hag planned the slaughter 
of the court officials in advance. He 
had nothing to say about his own part 
in the tragedy, being advised to Keep 
silent by his father 

Friel and Claude Swanson Allen, 
who were together in the ITHfillsville 
jail last night, will be taken to Roa- 
noke today.

MORGAN WANTED

Evidence of Financier Regard- 
ing the Formation of Steel 
Combine Is Desired. 


Washington, March 30.—-As the ‘in- 
vestigation of the steel trust which 
has been in progress for ten months 
was about to end today republican 
members of the committee suggested 
that J. Pierpont-Morgan, Henry Phipps 
and Henry C. Frick should be called 
as witnesses. The suggestion was 
rade in executive session and Repre- 
sentatives Young, of Michigan, and 
Gardner, of Massachusetts, expressed 
the opinion that these men should be 
called. Mr. Young also wanted sum- 
moned Don H. Brown and Joseph Sell- 
wood, of Duluth, and Thomas F. Cole, 
of St. Petersburg, Fla., who are ore 
experts. Because the appropriation is 
exhausted for the investigation and 
the house has been asked to allow the 
committee $4,000 more, the committee

FOR GRAND PRIZES 


Great Lottery to Be Held on 
Monday in United States 
Senate Chamber.

Washington, 
One of the greatest prize lottery draw- 
ings conducted in any part of the 
United States in years will be held 
next Monday in Washington, in the 
United States senate chamber. The 
prizes are very valuable and Carry 
with them high honors. There will be 
two grand prizes worth $37,000 at a 
low estimate, one prize of $22,000 and 
a fourth prize which will mean @ dis- 
tinct loss to the’ winner. 

The grawing ‘will be participated in 
by Judge A. B. Fall and Thomas B, 
Catron, democrats, of New Mexico, 
and Marcus A. Smith and Henry F. 
Ashhurst, republicans, of arizona, and 
will determine whether they will serve 
one year, three years or five years in 
the United States. senate. 

Each of the four has been chosen 
for a full term of six years, but under 
the constitution the entire member- 
ship of the senate must be divided into 
three @lasses. The apportionment of 
the new members to these classes will 
be settled by a drawing. Even if the 
state legislature had designated one 
senator for the long term and one 
for the short term, such expression 
would be disregarded. 

Senator William P. Dillingham, of 
Vermont, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, will 
offer a resolution.on Monday prescrib- 
ing the rules for the drawing. The 
terms of thirty-one senators expire 
on March 8, 1913, thirty-one more in 
1915 and thirty in 1917. The vacancy 
in the third class will be first filled, 
Each of the four newly-electegd sena- 
tors will draw from slips placed in @ 
ballot box. Since the terms of two 
senators from the same state are de- 
sired to expire at different times, the 
senator first drawing the long term of 
four years and eleven months will de- 
prive his aolleague of the other grand 
prize as well. 

After the 1917 class is filled the twe 
senators from the other state than 
the one represented by the grand prize 
winner will draw for the other long 
term. Then the remaining two wil] 
draw for the term expiring in 1916, 
The remaining senator will take the 
eleven months’ term expiring next 
March.

MEMORY OF DR. LONG HONORED! 
BY PENNSYLVANIA UNIVERSITY 


Philadelphia; Pa., March 30,—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. Crawford Williamson Long, 
of Jefferson, Jackson county, Georgia, 
who first made use of ether as an 
anesthetic for surgical purposes, on 
March 380, 1842, was memorialized’ this 
afternoon by the University of Penn- 
Sylvania, when a handsome gilt bronze 
medallian was unveiled in his honor. 
The exercises were held in the medi- 
cal building. 

Addresses were made by Dr. J. Wil- 
liam White, of the university, and Dr. 
J. Chalmers Dacosta, of the Jeffer- 
s0n Medical school. The. medallion 
was modelled by Dr. R. Tait McKenzie, 
of the university, and represants Ir. 
Long as a young man administering’ 
ether for the first time to a patient 
about to be operated upon. It was 
permanently placed upon the white 
marbel wall of the grand staircase in 
the medical building. 

Presenting the memorial, Dr. J. 
liam White, of the university 
said: 

“The tdea of anesthesia is an ancient 
one, and had been experimented with 
by many selentists, but the world was 
ignorant of the nature and possibili- 
ties of anesthesia until Dr. Long, dem- 
onstrating it in 1842, started a new era 
in surgery. As a student at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Dr. Long was 
interested in alleviating pain in sur- 
gery, and made a number of interest- 
ing experiments. When he was 26 
vears of age he inhaled ether with a 
number of other young persons, and 
while under its influence hurt him- 
self. badly, feeling no pain at the 
time and being unconscious of the in-

GIVEN OVATION AT LAWRENCE 


Lawrence, Mass., March 30.—Coming 
from homes in New York, Philadelphia 
and other cities, 300 children of tex- 
tile operatives who participated in the 
recent strike returned to Lawrence 
late today... Their arrival was made 
the occasion. of a great demonstration 
in celebration of what the mill work- 
ers eonsider a notable industfial vic- 
tory. More than. 20,000 
thronged the streets, half of them par- 
ticipating in a monster parade. As the 
procession passed the jail where 
Joseph J, Ettor and Arturo Glovannitti, 
former leaders of the strikers, are held 
awaiting trial on charges of being 
accessories to murder, the. marchers 
burst into deafening cheers, ceasing 
only long enough to sing “The Mar- 
selllaise.” 
Long before 
ing the children 
near the station 


the special train bear- 

arrived the streets 
were black with peo- 
ple. There was such a rush to sce 
the little that the arrangements 
of the reception committee were dis- 
jointed. 

Although most of the parents of the 
youngsters were near the station when 
the train came’ in, none of them had 
an opportunity to greet their little 
ones and the children were soon taken 
away over the route of the parade. The 
children looked well and each one 
acted as though on a picnic or some 
other occasion. 

Flags and banners were carried in 
the parade, the red flag of socialism 
being displayed beside the stars and 
stripes. The banners bore a variety 
of inscriptions among: them being: 
“Open the jail doors, or we will close 
the mill gates,” “Release our imprison- 
ed brothers,” and “Labor is entitled to 
what it produces.” 

The procession was divided by na- 
tionalities, into thirteen divisions, 
namely, Polish, Italian, Russian, Greek, 
Hebrew, Franco-Belgian, Lettish, Sy- 
rian, German, English, Lithuanian, 
Portuguese and Armenian operatives 
of the local mills. A delegation of 
more than 1,000 strikers from the tex- 
tile milis of Lowell also participated.

New March 30.—(Special.)— 

conference of secre- 
taries of the American Bible Society, 
just held, it was reported that during 
the year 679,055 of the Scrip- 
ture, in venty languages, were dis- 
tributed in this country by the so- 
ciety’s nine secretaries and 395 work- 
ers.

London, March 30.—‘Principally be- 
cause of the demand for them from 
America, the prices of fine diamonds 
have increaged nearly 50 per cent in 
the last ten years,” said the manager 
of a leading West End jewelry house, 
in discussing the subject with the 
Writer yesterday. “The 
have risen in value from $300 to’ $500 
a caret. The lower grade diamonds, 
on the contrary, for which there is 
not the same demand from the United 
States, have remained practically sta- 


Comparatively few people are aware 
that the world’s supply of diamonds is 
controlled today’ by an association of 
tome half a dozen immensely. wealthy 
firms, whose headquarters\are here in 
London, by virtue of a yearly contract 
with the owners of the South African 
mines. 

More than $30,000,000 worth of stones 
pass yearly through the hands of the 
firms above mentioned, who are known 
collectively as the London Diainond 
Syndicate. Of this association, the 
leading individual firms are the famous 
house of Wernher, Beit & Co., Dunkels- 
buhler & Co. and Abrahams Brothers, 
of Audrey house, Hatton Harden, the 
great center of the diamond trade in 
London. 


best stones| 


Each one of these firms receives in 
weekly consignments the output of one 
or more of the great Svuth African 
diamond mines. e rough stones are 
carefully packed and insured ut Lloyds 
under .what:is known as a “floating”: 
policy. Generally this is taken out for 
$25,000,000 to cover an indejinite num- 
ber of shipments, the amount of each 
of which is “written off” as it ‘s re- 
ceived. | 

As soon as each shipment of dia- 
monds comes into the hands of the 
syndicate, the stones are sorted into 
grades, from the pure blue avhite gems 
of the finest water, the sv-called 
“white,” “Cape-white” and “yellow,” 
down to the dark-colored and least 
valuable stones. Good shape, too, is a 
consideration that counts for a lot in 
the sorting process. 

Sales are held weekly, the diamond 
brokers, representing Amefican and 
other trade interests, being notified be- 
forehand as to the number and char- 
acter of the stones for disposal. Prices 
are quoted at the same time, and never 
are haggled over, the lots being bought 
in as they stand by the representatives 
of the polishers of New York, Amster- 
dam, Antwerp and other cities. It is 
an unwritten law in the trade that the 
buyer of one quality has no chance of 
examining the purchase 9f another, 
thus avoiding anything like a public 
auction. The actual value of the. dia- 
monds disposed of by the syndicate last; 
year was $33,700,000.

It,1s up to the judges and courts 
to break up the increase in crime.” Had Judge Daniels supplement- 
ec his statement with the declaration that public sentiment should

The problem of Guayaquil is becoming a more serious one fo- the United 
States as the time when the Panama canal will be opened draws nearer. The 
Ecuadorean city is the most insanitary place in the western hemisphere. Yel- 
low fever, small-pox, the bubonic plague and other deadly diseases are always 
constantly prevalent, and no effort is made to check them. At present vessels 
that have touched at Guayaquil and proceeded thence to Panama are subjected 
to a rigorous and prolonged quarantine at the latter port. Obviously, were 
the canal now open, they would be permitted to pass througn the waterway 
only after a like quarantine. The result of. this would be to hamper seriousty 
commerce with South America. 


It looks like the custom that prevails in safeguarding the 
health of municipalities ought to obtain in protecting the health 
of nations. The man in the city infested with diphtheria, small-pox 
or several other communicable diseases is not permitted to jeopar- 
dize the lives of the remainder of the community. He is segre- 
gated and given treatment, and there is scant ceremony or courtesy 
shown him unless he complies with rules laid down for the uni- 
versal welfare. oh ee 

There is no sound reason why equal rigidness should not be 
observed between nations. In the enlightened twentieth century 
there is, or should be, to room for the city that menaces its more 
careful neighbors by filth and infection. If it be said that the job 
of cleaning up’ Guayaquil is a hopeless one, it may be answered 
that the same pessimism was uttered regarding Havana and the 
Panama canal itself. Yet William C. Gorgas made yellow fever a 
memory in both places, and on ‘the isthmus the death rate is lower 
than-in.a great many American cities. 

The instance of Guayaquil illustrates vividly, that, with our 
modern means for communication and transportation, no nation 
can be permitted to go about at its own sweet will, if that caprice 
is sufficiently deadly’ to menace innocent parties. Means ought to 
be found by this government, and those other foreign nations 
forced to do business. with the Ecuadorean port, to compel its au- 
thorities to be clean—if not for their own sake, for the sake of the

DEATH CLAIMS JAMES D. FISH 
WHO RUINED GENERAL GRANT: 


New York. March 30.—The death in 
a secluded Brooklyn suburb of James 
Dean Fish, 93 years old, became Known 
today through announcements in the 
newspapers. Fish was persident of the 
old Marine bank, the failure of which 
in 1884 was marked by scenes of dis- 
order never equalled in Wall street. 
The closing of the bank swept away 
the savings of General U S. Grant, and 
the investigation which followed sent 
'Fish to Auburn prison, and Ferdinand 
Ward, Grant's partner, to Sing Sing. 

Fish and Ward planned by a series 
of daring speculative operations to 
make the firm of Grant & ‘Ward the

most powerful institution in the coun- 
try. The firm was originally composed 
of U. S. Grant, Jr.. and Mr. Ward. 
General Grant, who had retired from 
the presidency several years before, 
bought a share in the business. Gen- 
eral Grant, never a keen business man, 
was deceived and finally there came 
the fitful fizzle in Wall street, folew:: 
ed by the crash. — 

After his release from prison on a 
pardon granted by President Clevel&nd, 
President Fish lived in strict seclusion 
and spent much of his time in his 
library. He had a rare collection of 
books and old prints.

In a letter to the gov- 
ernors of the western states; covered 
by his lines, Mr. Miller draws atten- 
tion to this fact and recommends that 
Measures be taken to more strictly 
enforce regulations to prevent such 
oceurrences. 

C. .A.. Wickersham, | president. and 
Seneral manager of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, has written Gov- 
ernor Brown, inclosing a copy of Mr. 
Miller’s letter. A salient extract from 
the latter is as fololws: 

“Because of the fact that there re- 
cently have been some accidents, due 
to breakage of rails, which have been 
Siven. widespread publicity, it is re- 
ported that certain of the regulating 
authorities are corsidering taking 
some action in reference to the rail 
Situation. The statistics of the inter- 
State commerce commission show that 
during the last ten years 106 persons 
have been killed in derailments caused 
by rail breakages. This is an av- 
erage of less than eleven a vear. 
The average number of persons killed 
While trespassing on railway proper- 
ty has been, during the same peri- 


at the rate of only 106 in 10 years 
ey rail breakages, they have been 
killed at the rate of over 140 every 
10 days while trespassing. 

“Three measures have been intro- 
duced ih congress to require the rail- 
ways to install block signals, to sub- 
stitute steel for wooden passenger 
train cars, and to widen their clear- 
ances. It’'is estimated that compli- 
ance with this proposed legislation 
would cost the roads. $1,361,000,000, 
which is almost 10 per cent of their 
present total net capitalization. The 
object sought is to protect passengers 
and employees. The number of rail- 
way passengers killed during the last 
ten years was 4,340. There was not 
a single year of the ten years when 
the number of trespassers killed did 
not exceed the total number of pas- 
sengers killed in all of the ten years. 
Furthermore, the number of employees 
killed during this period is'only two- 
thirds as great as the number of tres- 
passers. Indeed, the number of tres- 
passers kiled has considerably exceed- 
ed the total number of all other classes 
of persons, including employees, pas- 
sengers, those meeting death at high- 
way crossings, ete. If a wreck should 
take place tomorrow, in which four- 
teen people should die, the news of it 
woul be widely printed over the 
country. Now, if the average for the 
last ten years is holding good, four- 
teen people were killed yesterday while 
trespassing on the railways, whose 
deaths were wholly unnecessary, and

Roosevelt or Woodrow Wilson 
so seriously as might be 
imagined.

In no summary of the political situa- 
tion in the east could Roosevelt be 
omitted. He is the only figure stand- 
ing out in bold relief now. The fight 
he is making *has* proved te: be one of; 
those novel absurdities which always 
please New York. 

Undoubtedly he was deceived into 
entering the contest. Personally, I be- 
eve it was due to the work of flat- 
terers and sycophants whom [ am told 
he encourages. It may be that there 
is a demand for him, but assuredly 
there is no chance for him winning. 

But the figure he is cutting is the 
most dramatic feature of the eastern 
political situation. It is the first time 
he has ever faced evident failure, and 
nerve is being shaken. 

newspaper man who 
knows him well was telling me today 
the change which a loosing fight 
has made in the temperament of the 
colonel. He attended one of his meet- 
ings on the east side Monday night 

“It was a different Roosevelt,” my 
informant declared. “I was with him 
during many of his speaking tours 
when he was the strongest man in his 
party, when his political fortunes were 
at high tide. He was a fighter then, 
and a good one; but I am convinced 
now that he cannot make a good losing 
fight. He talked the other night more 
like a man running for alderman than 
as a former president again seeking 
that high office. The crowd was not 
with him, ang that unnerved him—he 
couldn't face the music.” 

The republican situation interests 
Georgians mainly is so far as it bears 
upon the chances for democratic suc- 
cess next fall. My conclusion is that 
Taft will receive practically solid dele- 
gations from all the states of the east. 
In New Jersey, where many prominent 
leaders have come out for Roosevelt, I 
do not believe the vote against Taft in 
the primaries will be as large propor- 
tionately as it was here last Tuesday, 
when he won by about three to one. 

This much more about the situation 
from the republican viewpoint: Except 
insofar as he will be attackable on jis 
tariff record, Taft is not going tobe 
an unpopular candidate with those 
who vote the republican ticket as a 
rule. So-called “progressivism” is 
not taking as it did a few _@rTrs ago. 
The people up here want results in- 
stead of rhetoric. 

Woodrow Wilson Has Dodged Tariff. 

Therefore, if the democrats succeed 
here next November it will be upon 
straightforward economical issues, and 
not political platitudes or generalities. 

These ‘are not free-trade states; 
neither are they for exorbitant tariff 
duties. While they want wages to be 
high, they want the cost of living cut 
to the narrowest possible margin. 

And, reduced to a practical term, it 
must be upon the issue of the high 
cost of living that the democrats must 
make their fight—if they hope to win. 

Woodrow Wilson has dodged the 
tariff issue, and this is one of the 
reasons for his decided decline in pop- 
ulari There are others, prominent 
among which has been his constant 
absegtecism from the office he has 
been filling. They estimate that, since 
his. election as governor, he has spent 
bout one-fourth of his time outside of 
‘Jersey, during which periods of 
e a republican president of the 
state senate has looked after the 
duties of the gubernatorial office. 

His claSb with former United States 
Senator James Smith, Jr., has not add- 
ed to his availability as a candidate 
“for president. Whatever else may be 
_gaid about the reputed Jersey boss, no

I have made inquiries regarding oth- 
er states of the east, and, as I stated, 
I find the Woodrow Wilson sentiment 
to be on the decline. The trend among 
the democrats at this time is in the 
direction of conservatism. They want 
to be in position to attack Taft on his 
tariff record, and that will govern 
them largely in choosing from among 
the candidates for the nomination. 

Instead of Underwood's nativity be- 
ing against him, I find that the fact of 
his being a southerner will help rather 
than injure him up here. 

Want Southerner, but Not Wilson. 

I have told before how Woodrow 
Wilson was picked out for the Jersey 
governorship because he wag looked 
upon as presidential timber. I repeat 
the story, with an added detai| for the 
purpose of emphasizing the point that 
the people of the east have no preju- 
dice against a southern candidate. 

When those who selected him were 
discussing Wilson, the argument was 
used that hig southern birth would 
add to his popularity as a presidential 
candidate. 

“It has been a half century since the 
south furnished a president,” de- 
Clared the leader of tne conference, 
“and 1912 will be a good time to run 
a manwithclaimsonthct section.” 

But conditions have changed—they 
still would like to support a south- 
erner, but they don’t want Wilson. 

Governor Wilson is planning a tour 
to include parts of New Engiand, and 
it is declared that upon the reception 
he receives will depend the question 
of making a fight in that section. 

The Wilson people point to the result 
in Maine, where an uninstructed dele- 
gation, with almost a majority person- 
ally favorable to AVilson, as evidence 
of his strength up here. But those of 
the other side use the same illustra- 
tion to show his growing weakness. 
They declare that if the selections had 
been made two months ago, the dele- 
gation would have been solidly Wilson, 
and if deferred a month longer, it 
wvuld have been wholly anti- Wilson. 

In Connecticut, 1 am told, those who 
control are against him; and the same 
is true, to a large extent, in the other 
states of New England. 

Most of the eastern states will send 
uninstructed delegates to Baltimore, 
and expecting obscure minorities, they 
will be for Harmon, Clark. or Under- 
wood—but against Wilson. 

They wil] be governed largelv by 
what New York wants, as success here 
is almost essential to national victory. 
And Wilson will not get the New York 
delegation, and I don't believe he 
can carry the state if nominated.

Trenton, N. J., March 30.—(Special.) 
While a vigorous campaign for Woo4a- 
row Wilson’s nomination is being 
made from here, I find a revolt of 
amazing proportions against hfs lead- 
ership. He probably will get the two 
delegates this (Mercer) county. will 
send to the national convention, for 
this, properly speaking, is his home 
county. However, the opposition to his 
candidacy bodes failure in the national 
election in case he becomes the nomi- 
nee. 

I have talked with many 
varying degrees of political informa- 
tion and judgement. Some of them 
were in the inner councils of the de- 
mocracy when Dr. Wilson was made 
the candidate of the party for govern- 
or. They accepted him rather than 
approve him-——they took him, as stated 
in a previous article, because the big 
men in the party councils wanted him 
groomed for the presidency. 

This is the home of Frank Katzen- 
bach, who made the race for governor 
in 1907, and because of the narrow ma- 
jority by which he lost the state, his 
friends wanted him to be the candi- 
date in 1910. But the likelihood of 
Wilson developing into presidential 
timber made them defer to the head of 
Princeton, 

Dr. Wilson won the race by a tre- 
mendous majority. But the big ma- 
jority alone was creditable to him. The 
democrats would have been successful, 
no matter who had led the ticket. 

He was selecteg as the candidate 
chiefly because he appeared to be an 
available candidate for the presidency, 
and those who selected him are now 
aSainst him for president. 

The situation has changed. Those 
who put him forth are now fighting 
him, and many of them hesitate not 
to say that if he is nominated they wil} 
vote the republican ticket.

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‘ive hundred thousand have not suffi- 
clent intelligence to manage their 
Own affairs with ordinary prudence; 
are unable to compete with their fel- 
lows on equal terms, and thereby to 
earn livelihoods. 

This army furnishes the recruits for 
the ranks of the criminals, paupers, 
prostitutes, drunkards, the  ne'’er-do- 
wells and others who are social mis- 
fits. Their incapacity would be a 
priori cause for believing that they 
eventually will become public charges 
in one form or another and investiga- 
tion, in fact, proves that the groups 
of criminals, paupers, prostitutes, etc., 
actually do contain large percentages 
of people mentally irresponsible. 

Actua] tests in our reformatories for 
girls and boys show that at least 25 
per cent of them are distinctly feeble- 
minded. Of one hundred consecutive 
admissions at the State Reform School 
for Boys at Rahway, N. J., twenty-six 
were feeble-minded, Nearly as many 
more were border line cases, Fifty- 
six girls who had been inmates of the 
Massachusetts reformatory, but who 
had been released on probation, were 
examined. They were selected because 
of their bad conduct and inability to 
remain in homes found for them. Al 
but four were distinctly feeble-mind 
ed. Of one hundred youths in the de- 
tention home of the Newark juvenile 
court, we found only one who had 
average normal mentality, and sixty- 
six were keyvond question feeble- 
minded. 

In view of these conditions how in- 
adequate has been our treatment of 
these cases in the past? A man, wom- 
an or youth is brought before the 
court, convicted of petty thievery. 
sentenced for sixty days, serves his 
time and goes free. What has been 
accomplished? Nothing! The chances 
were one in four at least that he was 
so mentally deficient that he was in- 
capable of knowing the right from the 
wrong, or. knowing it, was incapable 
of keeping himself from doing wrong. 
He comes out with the same weak 
mind. His time served, he is set free 
and tn a‘ few weeks or days 18 again 
before the court. 

The writer examined eight women 
fn one of the best county almshousés 
to be found. All had given birth to 
feeble-minded’ eohildren within six 
weeks of each other. The _ superin- 
tendent said that of 105 children born 
there within a period of five years, 102 
were feeble-minded. 

Our government spends hundreds of 
thousands of dollars examining .immi- 
crants to see that none who are fee- 
ble-minded are admitted, but here's a 
group already in our country who are 
breeding a race of feeble-minded peo- 
ple more dangerous than many barred 
by the immigration inspectors... We 


to determine their responsibility, and 
e make mistakes without blushing. 
What, then, is to be done? The state 
shoulq establish stations where these 
cases may all be carefully and crit- 
leally studied, so that the courts and 
other authorities may be able to act 
intelligently upon the facts. After. 
these cases have been discovered they 
must be removed from that environ- 
ment in which it has been proved they 
are incapable of living normal lives. 
in accordance with the conventions of 
society. They must be colonized in 
sroups where they may be perfectly 
happy and somewhat useful. Only one 
limitation need be Placed upon them 
in these places, and that is they must 
never become parents. 
Our Studies at Vineland have shove 
that 65 per cent of feeble-minded 3<0- 
ple are the children of feeble-nginded 
people. There is at Vineland a feeble- 
ininded boy-who had as parents normgl 
father and a feeble-minded mother. as 
a-result of this marriage we have 
seven feeble-minded children, four 
Others that died at infancy, and there 
were two miscarriages. If we trace 
back as far as the Zrandparents, this 
is the fourth child of this strain that 
is. in our institution. The condition is 
Strongly hereditary. If feeble-minded 
people are allowed to become parents 
they will bring into the world another 


Pgroup like themselves. 


We are discussing a possible State 
policy. We are not looking to the im- 
mediate solution of this condition, but 
to the gradual reduction of our pres- 
ent troubles and the prevention of 
them hereafter. As already stated. we 
inust carefully examine alJ cases that 
come to public notice. But many par- 
ents are either normal or of such a 
high grade of defectiveness that they 
never get into court, and vet have 
feeble-minded children. We cannot 
touch these adults. We must somehow 
get hold of their children. 

Our compulsory education laws bring 
every child before school officials. Each 
will be examined as to his mental de- 
velopment. If he be normal, he will go 
to’ school as now; if he be merely back- 
ward, he will be placed in a special 
class; if he be an idiot or an imbectle, 
his condition will be recorded: if he 
be a border-line case, he may be sent 
to school, but must be watched. At the 
proper time the parents must be in- 
formed of the condition of the child, 
and the willingness of the state to 
take care of it in a colony. When these 
are located within a reasonable dis- 
tance, a great many parents will he- 
come willing to allow their children to 
be cared for. To those who are unwill- 
ing, the state can only say: “We insist 
that you shall care for him, see that 
he does not get jnto mischief, and. 
above all, that he does not become a 
parent. Whenever we find that you are

N {ll-favored woman once asked me 
“What shall I do to make my neck 
beautiful?” I answered, “Be born 
with a beautiful neck.” , But that 
answer was flippant. It was even 

a little unkind. I have repented. 

It is 9 most decided advantage to be born 
with a beautiful neck, as it is to be born 
with beautiful features, a beautiful figure 
or beautiful hair. It is -* the compen- 
sations of being overpluucjeggethe woman 
of too ample lines has a beautiful throat 
and arms. While the thin woman, whose 
features are well defined, not being blanket- 
ed by superfluous layers of flesh, and whose 
figure is more elegant because not swathed 
by adipose tissue, has, as a rule, a@ scrawny 
neck and whip-like arms. 

The neck to be beautiful must be neither 
too long nor too short, too fat nor too lean. 
It must. be shapely; that is, evenly devel- 
oped. The skin must be soft and white. 

How to make it sp, especially if there is 
given unpromising material at the begin- 
ning? 

The length of the neck is one of the fixed 
quantities of nature. One cannot change it, 
but we can learn the lesson of illusion from 
the stage. and try to make it seem longer 
or shorter than it is. The best aid to this is 
the poise of the head. The woman whose 
chin is carried well up, whose poise of the 
head is habitually high, gives the impres- 
sion the’ her neck is at least an inch longer 
than it is. Also the manner of the trim- 
ming of her high-neck gown and the line 
at which the low-cut gown is finished de- 
termine whether the neck look longer than 
it is or shorter. 

If the necx is short the collar should be of 
solid colors or be trimmed with perpendicu- 
lar Jines. The low-necked gown should be 
cut lower than that of the woman with the 
long neck, for the neck is more dependent 
upon its surroundings for its effect than {is 
any other ‘part of the body. If there is a 
wide sweep of the shoulders the long line 


an 


from the point of the shoulder to the chin 
will lend ttself to the neck and make the 
neck seem longer than it would if the gown 
were merely one of the collarless sort with 
a line of cloth defining where the neck 
actually begins. 

If the neck is long the problem is an 
easier one, especially at this time when 
much dressing for the neck is in vogue. 
Even an ostrich’s neck could now be so 
wrapped about with laces, with collars and 
ties of a contrasting color which would cut 
the apparent length, that it would be far 
less conspicuous than unadorned, I should 
say it could be made to look a foot shorter. 
The human neck can be dressed to make a 
proportionate change of appearance. The 
extremely low decollettage is less becoming 
to the woman with the lar “eck. If she 
must adopt it, or thip/ must, she 
should wear her jewels Sap and of ribbon 
about her neck to make “er neck seem 
shorter. The drooping Madonna poise of the 
head may be becomingly affected by the 
woman with the long neck, especially when 
sitting for her photographs. 

The neck, I have before said, must be 
neither too fat nor too lean. To correct 
either too much or too little flesh upon the 
neck we must summon the aid of that leu- 
tenant to beauty, massage. On the beautiful 
neck the flesh is evenly distributed. The 
neck should be, save for the two paralle) 
lines about an inch apart which encircle the 
neck and are: seen on the necks even of 
babes, perfectly smooth. If the flesh be 
uneven, persistent, skillful and gentile mas- 


‘gage should redistribute the disproportion- 


ate bulk of flesh. 

There is always a possibility that the neck 
will be-flat in front and display thick layers 
of fat at the sides and back. This can be 
corrected by patient and careful massage. 
The front of the neck should be made 
plumper by massage. Olive oil or a pure 
cojd cream should be freely rubbed into the 
skin by the first three fingers of each hand, 
massaging first on the right side of the 
neck with the right hand, then on the left 
with the left hand, then with both hands 
together. The motion should be a rotary 
one, always the best movement for rebuild- 
ing tissue because it induces circulation, 
which feeds the starved, atrophied portions. 

To reduce the bulk of the back and side of 
the neck a reducing lotion should be ap- 
plied by long, sweeping, downward strokes, 
the effect of which strokes is to melt the 
flesh downward {nto the larger masses of 
fiesh on the shoulders. <A lotion I. have 
known to be used with success for the melt- 
ing away of too ponderous flesh about the 
neck is this: 

Tincture ,of liodine............30 minims 
lodide of potassium............60 grains 
-Hyposulphite of soda...........20 grains 
Distilled water.................7 ounces 
Aniseed water ...............170 minims 


Be careful to not tamper with and so en- 
large the large glands in the neck. Enlarg- 
ing them may permanently disfigure a beau- 
tiful neck. They are the danger points of 
the manipulation. It is they and the gorged 
veins that give to a neck that aged, with- 
ered appearance which we describe by the 
word “ropey.” Once these glands are en- 
larged and the veins swollen there is no 
art in beauty lore to diminish them. Per- 
haps a physician can reduce their size, but 
I have never known it to be achieved. 

For the “aged neck” there is almost no 
hope. Mme. Sarah Bernhardt realized this, 
and while combating all the other signs of 
her increasing years, yielded .to the de- 
mands of the neck that was no longer 


fs not for her. Always she wears a high- 
necked gown, or, if circumstances require, 
q@ costume decolléette, she wears a ribbon of 
velvet or a collar of jewels about her 
throat. 

For battling against the ageing neck I 
can give no better recipe than this for a 
massage cream, which should be plentifully 
applied night and morning. 

Glycerine ..-..... 5 ounces 
Mutton tallow ccesrceosecs. +. POUNG 
Tincture of benzoin............ 2 drams 
Spirits of camphor.. 1 dram 
Powdered alum cocceee- Yo Gram 
Orange flower water........... 1 dram 
Russian isinglass dsdhzcéss 2 Oe 

If the neck is thin, but the veins and 
giands are not enlarged, there is hope. The 
skin must be fed by cold creams and the cir- 
culation promoted by massage. The rotary 
motion with the first three fingers of each 
hand is the desirable one. Fifteen minutes 
should be spent, night and morning In this 
massage. One nourishing massage cream 
especially excellent for the neck is this:

A successful fattening cream for the neck 
contains:

A third and most important essential is 
that the skin of the neck be white and soft. 
To secure this effect one must, as you say in 
America, “start right.” First prevent stains 
upon the neck. 

A stained neck is alwaysa revolting sight. 
A dark, shadowy rim about the neck may 
have been caused by dark collars and there 
may have been valiant efforts to remove it, 
but if they have not been successful I be- 
seech you wear only high necked collars 
until the stain is removed. The casual ob- 
server at a dinner or a ball will make no al- 
lowance for the cause, the stain communi- 
cation collar of the fashionable colored net 
of the day To him your neck will be soiled. 
That is all and that is very much. 

To prevent such stains avoid wearing 
dark colors next to the neck. If the dark 
collar is unavoidable then line it with some- 
thing soft and white, old muslin or part of 
an old silk handkerchief. 

But, having acquired the dark, shadowy 
look about the neck that is so repellent re- 
move it aS soon as possible. A thorough 
sponging with peroxide of hydrogen, full 
strength, followed immediately by an other 
bath of rose water, I have found excellent. 

Oh there may be frequent baths with this 
preparation, which {is admirable for bleach- 
ing:

Many times I am asked “If you had a mole 
on the neck what would you do?’ I would 
let it remain there, and be thankful that I 
had a distinguishing mark, a beauty spot. 
“ But if you insist upon removing it a phy- 
sician might try electricity. 

I have been asked how to remove superfiu- 
ous hair from the neck. I should not re- 
move it, for I should not regard it as super- 
fluous. Why do Am@rican women so dislike 
hair upon the face and neck? There should 
be a fine covering of hair. It is beautiful. It 
is like down upon the peach. 


Sometimes the collar supporters, or a 
pin or hook used for fastening the collar, 
scratches the neck. For these or any oth- 
er bruises of the neck I should first bathe 
the injured part with absorbent cotton 
dipped into peraxide of hydrogen.

Municipal Reforms. ’

“good citizens’ clubs,” and junior 
leagues as factors toward better citi- 
zensbip. let each woman use her 
influence to secure the passage of 
meedful laws and the enforcement of 
those already enacted. 

Civic Health. 

As cleanliness is the only safe- 
fuard to health, civic health necessa- 
rily means civic cleanliness. The 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
has set apart March 10 to be annually 
observed as Clean-up day by the 
southern states, and at this time we 
must insist on the removal and sani- 
tary disposal of tin cans, garbage, and 
all Kinds of refuse from streets, rear 
of stores, back yards, etc.

HEDGES FOR USE 
AND FOR BEAUTY 


By Mrs. M. EE. Judd, Dalton, Ga, 

Nothing gives a place a cosier look 
than a bit of hedge. Our farms, even 
in the southland, where the tenant or 
“cropper’ system prevails, could be 
made to look more homelike and 
desolate by using the hedge to even a 
very limited extent. How beautiful 
and practical Would be a short row of 
hardy, tall growing flowering plants 
running east and west, thus 
a place on the south side of this 
shelter for a seat for the sunny warm 
days in winter, with a flower bed 
say for early bulbs, and the seat onthe 
north side’ for summer with a bed for 
plants requiring partial shade. 

If only a renter, what a graceful act 
to start some such things to pass on 
to the next comer! And what a 
pleasure to the,.children and wemen 
folks the family to care for and 
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keep nourished this living shelter! The, 


Planting Of something will also serve 
another purpoke: Never plant tree or 
flower and it is easy to. move on; but 
once plant a vine, shrub or tree and 
watch it grow and there is engendered 
in the heart a love of that place and a 
desire for a home. Thus many of our 
small farmers would soon be thinking 
of saving to buy and have a home. If 
one does not wish to inclose the whole 
garden with a hedge it can be planted 
on the north side to advantage, thus 
making a shelter against the wind and 
having an earlier garden. 
Hedges v. Fences. 

In New York city around one of the 
children’s gardens in the care of Mrs. 
Henry Parsons there has been set out 
about a mile of the California privet, 
In town where one does not wish a 
hedge directly in front it can be used 
in the rear, and how much more neigh- 
borly and cheerful would be this liv- 
ing green wall than’ the unsightly, 
high board fence that is usually out of 
repair. The hedge would be cheaper 
to maintain and could be kept low or 
high as desired. A low growing hedge 
that requires practically no trimming 
is the Berberis Thumbergli, or Thum- 
berg’s Barberry. This should . never 
be planteq near a wheat field, as it 
acts as host to the fungus, causing 
mildew or -rust in wheat. Another 
splendid plant is the Abelia Grandi- 
flora, a low growing, graceful ever- 
green shrub laden with flowers from 
early spring until frost. 

The ligustrums or privets (or prims, 
as it is sometimes called) are good for 
town use, as they stand smoke well. 
The Amoor River is an almost ideal 
evergreen hedge plant for Georgia for 
the closely-clipped hedges, untrimmed 
clumps or for a shelter, The Califor- 
nia is not evergreen where there is 
freezing weather. It is a more robust 
grower of larger leaf and has many 
white flowers {ff not clipped. This va- 
riety is quite extensively used in New- 
port. in the grounds of the most pre- 
tentious villas and palaces, both in 
the open and as hedges. There are 
about thirty varieties of this plant, 
some of the variegated-leaved ones be- 
ing very beautiful in mass plantings. 


How to Start a Hedge. 


The two mest essential things in 
starting a hedge are deep spading of 
the ground—at least a foot and a half 
where there is a clay subsoil—and the 
severe cutting back of the plants when 
set out, thus making the hedge thick 
at the bottom. Plants left to grow 
on because one is in a hurry to have a 
hedge “right now’ are more likely to 
be something resembling a row of 
wornout feather dusters, the handles 
stuck in the part. After the planting 
the hedge should be trimmed when 
there is a ne growth of seven er 
eight inches; the wood then being soft, 
the shearing ip very easy. ee es, 

A sheltet, of windbreak, planted on 
the nofth side tof a dwelling or on that! 
side {r°m. which comes the 
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winds, makes the house much warmer. 
This shelter should be of evergreens, 
ang what a home for our winter birds! 
Now' that we.have a. stock law and 
fences are diSappearing, it would be 
well to define*division lines with trees 
or shrubs, choosing a variety that 
would not. sprout from the roots. 


Georgia is essentially a rural state, 
as about 88 per cent of our population 
live in the country or in towns of 
less than 1,500 inhabitants.

In 
Georgia we have as an important fac- 
tor in our death rate, besides those 
enumerated above, hookworm disease 
and pellagra.

Our people 
do not realize to the proper extent 
that fresh air, 
and freedom from diseases which tend 
to lower vitality. together with proper 
disposal of sputum, aid in controlling 
this infectious disease. A visit to 
many. rural churches, schools, post- 
offices and stores, and the conditions 
relative to careless expectoration, 
causes us to wonder why more do not 
succumb to this disease. Then, too, in 
the rural districts and rural towns we 
use negro sérvants, among whom 
there are very many cases of con- 
sumption. 

It is noticed that the typhoid death 
rate is about equal, and that in a sec- 
tion where effort is put forth for the 
proper disposal of night soil. Here 
where sanitary efficiency in the rural 
districts rates less than 8 per cent of 
perfect, how can we hope to cope 
with this filth disease. carried as it is 
by the excretions and secretions of 
those with the infection? In Many 
places in the mountains, the horse lot 
and toilet are above t spring which 
furnishes the drinking Water for the 
household. In others no toilet to 
even segregate the infecting material.

Aliso a hedgerow on that side of the 
pasture which runs’ along the highway 
would beautify our country roads and 
serve to keep out the dust from the 
pasture, which is said to cause much 
sickness in cattle. The English rule 
for a hedge around a pasture 
high, bull strong and hog-proof, and 
they have them, too, meeting all these 
requirements.

possibilities of protecting health. 

These things are encouraging, but 
never will we have ideal sanitary con- 
ditions or even safe conditions until 
'eounties or groups of counties have 
men whose duty it is to give their en- 
tire time to the studying of conditions, 
' visit every home where disease is 

present and teach the people the 

proper application of simple sanitary 
laws to their protection. They should 
also have authority to prevent’ the 
/} maintenance of insanitary surround- 


ings.

As we looked I talked.with Colonel] 
Sibert about the dam, and he gave me 
a technical description from which ] 
am convinced it will hold back the 
waters of the Chagres for all time to 
come. He says that the earth in the 
core is the same as that which 
the bottom of the lake. The engin- 
eers made drillings, but they found 
that there was 250. feet of such mate- 
rial above the bed rock, and that a 
concrete dam was impossible. They 
then tested the earth to see whether it 
would hold water, and it did. They 
analyzed it and found that much of it 
contained blue clay, and they have 
discovered that some of it was formed 
by the silt from the Chagres and other 
parts by the sea, which once came up 
here in the form_of a great bay. As 
an evidence of this I saw sea shells 
dug up by the steam shovel below the 
locks during my trip this morning. 

The blue clay which forms a part of 
the earth fs absolutely waterproof. In 
One place the engineers found’ the 
trunk of a tree imbedded in it. The 
log was not in the least affected or 
decomposed. It had evidently latin 
there for thousands and possibly mil- 
lions of years, and had the water got- 
ten to it it would have rotted away.

The Preblem One of Congtruction. 

As we went over this vast work, 
squinting our eyes to keep out the fly- 
ing sand from the myriads of spoil 
trains which flew by us, Il asked Colo- 
nel Sibert if the dam was not the most 
wonderfu:i ever created.

Milwaukee, Wis... March °00.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Archbishop Messmer, of Mil- 
waukee, is seeking to inform Catholics 
of the precise work of a new Catholic 
Colonization Society, some aims of 
which he says have been misunder- 
stood. The society, which wholly 
under the management of clergy, has 
Archbishop Glennon, of Sit. Louis, as 
director general: the Rev. J. Vos, of 
Chicago, president; the Right Rev. Dr. 
Monsignor McMahon, of New York, 
vice president: the Very Rev. E. Vatt- 
man, Wilmette, Ill., secretary, and the 
Rev. A. Spetz, Chicaga, treasurer. The 
offices of the new societ yare in the 
Temple, Chicago. Others responsible 
for its conduct include archbishops, 
bishops and priests. 

Archbishop Messmer denies that the 
society has anv financial ambitions 
whatever, Says that its money op- 
eations solely in money to 
maintain tself. It seeks members at 
$50 for initiation, and $6 a year dues. 
It is solely a religious institution, aim- 
ing to locate Catholics coming trom. 
Europe upon fertile land, and sur- 
rounding them with Catholic churches 
and schools. While colonies of foreign- 
speaking Catholics may have their 
drawbacks, and it may be well to talk 
about assimilation, the archbishop says 
that colonies are necessary if Cath- 
Olics, and especially if children, are 
held to their faith. The operations of 
land companies are to be looked into,, 
and if good are to be indorsed. The’ 
companies are, in some cases, to be 
required to erect Catholic church and 
pay Salary of Catholic priest. 

Especially will the new society aim 
to get Catholic families out of the 
downtown districts of large cities. 
Here, so the archbishop states, Cath- 
Olics are in great danger losing 
their faith and the church, along per- 
hape with their morals. So far colonies 
have been starsed in Florida, Texas and 
Washington. Agents are to go to Eu- 
rope, southern Europe particularly, and 
there advise with Catholic immigrants. 
Laws of the Catholic churches are to 
be obeyed wherever colonies are 
established, so the archbishop pledges, 
and co-operation is to be had with 
state. colonization societies, of which 
there are several.

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Newest Researches That Reveal the Daily Life, 
the Mingled Refinement, Luxury, Sensuality and 
Brutality of the Ancient City’s Fashion Centre 


Long Buried Beneath the Ashes of Old Vesuvius 


Naples, March 23. 
HE newest excavations at Pompelil 


have proved that that ancient 
bloodstained pleasure-mad city, 
overwhelmed nineteen hundred years ago 


by divine fire in the midst of its crimes, 
possessed a Fifth Avenue as luxurious, 
as money-ecattering, as ostentatious as 
New York’s principal street of fashion, 
dut infinitely more sensual! and brutal. 

This fashion centre of Pompeii was like 
Millionaires’ Row of Upper Fifth Avenue, 
combined with the wiidest part of the 
Great White Way, and then with many 
features added that can hardly be de- 
scribed and could only have existed in 
that strange ancient world that bas 
passed forever. 

There were the palaces facing ona thor. 
oughfare reserved for patricians and be- 
hind them the dens devoted to secret 
orgies. There were the schools of the 
patrician children and there within a 
stone’s throw of them were the drinking 
saloons where wealthy Pompelans could 
meet with dancing girls and actresses. 
There was the home of the patrician with 
all its high art and refinement and love 
of letters, and opposite it was the arena 
of the gladiator, where the master of the 
house could revel in blood and every 
form of wickedness. 

The Pompeian Fifth Avenue was called 
the Street of Abundance, a street already 
identified, but not thoroughly appreciated 
because it was not fully excavated. It was 
only the other day that Cavaliere Boni, the 
great Italian archaeologist and official 
director of the excavations, discovered 
that the Street of Abundance was shut 
off by closely placed tall stone pillars, 
so that chariots and other wheeled vebi- 
cles could not pass through it. It was a 
corso such as Naples possesses to-day. 
There was ample access to the palaces 
from the rear. 

In this corso sauntered the Pompeian 
dandies as they ogled the Pompeian 
ladies and the idolized Lillian Russells 
and Anna Paviowas of the period who 
passed before them in their slave-borne 
litters, 

Here, by the way, it should be noted 
that the similarity between fashionable 
life in ancient Pompeii and in moderna 
New York is curiously emphasized by 
the fact that the fast chariots of the 
wealthy young Pompelans were con- 
stantiy.running over and killing common 
people exactly as ‘automobiles do to-day. 
In a hovel near the Stabian Gate was 
found scratched on the wall the legend: 
“A Roman Knight today ran over and 
killed our little Calenus, aged six, with 


his bigg (a two-horsed chariot). 
Pluto hive his soul shortly!” 

In tha Street of Abundance Cavaliere 
Boni found a fashionable Pompeian drink- 
ing saloon, preserved with hitherto un- 
equalled perfection, for the ashes had 
covered it over and hermetically sealed 
it. There was a row of great wine jars 
and there was the vintner, who had per 
ished while he was pouring wine into 
them in the fatal year 79 A. D. 

There were the men and women pat- 
rons of the saloon lying on couches in 
exquisitely painted recesses. Portions of 
their richly embroidered togas and pep- 
lums were still preserved. Drink had 
made these people indifferent to the 
doom that threatened them. 

The fittings were superb. The Jars 
were made of bronze and glass, a mate- 
rial then novel and rare. The cups were 
of gold. The till was filled with a rich 
harvest of golden aurei, silver sesterces 
and little ivory coins. This place was 
called a “thermopolium.””. 

At another spot in the street Cavaliere 
Boni identified the Palace of Obellius 
Firmus, one of the richest citizens of 
Pompeli, as proved by his dwelling. Be- 
fore one of the gatee lay six bodies. 
They were the bodies of Obelilus Firmus 
himself, his wife, his two children and 
two of his elaves. The ehildren were 
lying In one another’s arms as if sleep- 
ing, and the parents had huddled close 
together in a last pitiful embrace. They 
had been overwhelmed by the eruption as 
they were running away. 

So vivid was this picture of the mo- 
ment of Pompeli’s destruction that the 
authorities decided. to leave the bodies 
as they were lying instead of removing 
them to the museum, 

The Street of Abundance was lined 
with shops and booths having “show win- 
dows,” and fitted with marble counters 
upon which were displayed, only such 
articles as entered into the luxuries and 
elegancies of life—toilet articles, per- 
fumes, scented unguents, choice fabrics, 
jewels and art objects, sweetmeats, and 
there were “beauty parlors” adjoining 
Roman baths luxuriously appointed for 
the use of the Pompeian Smart Set. 

In one of these “beauty pariors” was 
found a recipe intended for a Roman 
lady, Julia Fulvia Curva, prescribing a 
mixture of oil of almonds and spikenard 
to repair the ravages of time and dissipa- 
tion to her neck, and a rouge made of 
colichicum and peacock fat to add a 
lovely glow to her cheek. 

While Pompeli possessed the most lux- 
urious features of New York, it was also 
the Palm Beach of the Romans at the

height of their luxury and power, for the 
Southern city enjoyed a balmy climate 
that was a most welcome change from 
Rome in the Winter. 

The shops in the rear of the Street of 
Abundance, or beyond the sacred enclosed 
area, were owned by the Roman fashion- 
ables who occupied the great houses, but 
were leased to tenants of lower rank. In 
proof of this there was found a “To Let” 
sign painted on the wall which read as 
follows: 

“To let in the property of Julia Felix, 
daughter of Spurius, from the next Ides 
of August to those of the sixth year 
hence, a bath, and ninety shops, booths 
and upper rooms. After the term of five 
years the tenancy will continue by sim- 
ple agreement.” 

But such notices, with bits of news, 
gossip -and choice morsels of scandal, 
were also contained in the “Acta Diurna,” 
or “Daily Doings,” the daily newspaper 
of Pompeli. From references scratched 
and painted on walls it is learned that 
the “Acta Diurna,” fnscribed on sheets of 
papyrus, was posted in the Basilica, the 
chief business resort of the city; but 
copies were made by slave scribes to be 
circulated for the delectation of indolent 
Pompeian beauties upon awakening late 
in the day after a night of feasting, danc- 
ing and love-making. 

Manuscripts. have hitherto been rare in 
Pompeli, though many have been found 
in the neighboring city of Herculaneum, 
but at last a mass of them have been un- 
earthed in the former city. Among them 
is a copy of the papyrus “Acta Diurna.” 
One item deciphered from this begins 
thus: 

“Marcus Tullius Servus gave a mag- 
nificent spectacle last night to the mem- 
bers of the Roman aristocracy now stay- 
ing in Pompeli. The Circus Maximus was 
‘hired for the occasion. Marcus Tullius 
appeared in a magnificent quadriga (four- 
horsed chariot). followed by his friends 
and client in other chariots. Naked 
bacchantes with garlands on their heads 
and wine-jugs in their hands waited upon 
the guests. There followed mortal com- 
bats between a hundred gladiators, 
the burning of a hundred dancing girls, 
who had previously been steeped in wine 
and the feeding of one hundred choice 
slaves to lions and other wild beasts 
newly imported from Africa. All the 
guests joined wildly in the revelry and 
the superb entertainment had not been 
concluded when the scribe left to write 
this account of it.” 

The whole story of the luxurious, reck- 
less, conscienceless daily life of the an- 
cient city was found inscribed on the

Pompelans than that of any other ancient 
city. 


Scratched upon the wall of a palace: 


kitchen in the Street of Abundance were 
the words: 

“Mucius Lolius, our master, was carried 
home last night, dead drunk without his 
purse or his toga, and placed noiselessly 
in the kitchen.” 

Even’ the jokes are preserved, for in @ 
barber shop was written plainly: 

“Barber—How shall J] remove your 
hair? 

“Customer—In silence.” 

Evidently this was a bright idea of the 
master barber to teach discretion to his 
young assistants. 

The unspeakably brutal and demoraliz 
ing practice of gladiatorial combats domi- 
nated the life of Pompeii to an appalling 
degree, Contests were held daily in three 
great circuses, at which upward of 100,000 
people were present. A great school, 
where 4,000 gladiators were kept in train. 
ing, was maintained. Hundreds of gladia 
tors were slain or maimed daily. 

Millionaire residents of the Street of 
Abundance gave private gladiatorial con- 
tests in the gardens and ball rooms of 
their houses. While men and women 
rested in thé triclinium (the reclining 
room), after the luxurious daily public 
bath, they watohed déadly gladiatorial 
contests. We even learn the names of 
prominent gladiators. For instance, on 
the wall of a gladiators’ room is written: 

“Strax suspirium puellarum,” meaning 
Strax, for whem the girls sigh.” He was 
probably a fierce barbarian from some 
distant country. 

Though these deadly contests aroused 
most interest, the ordinary theatre was 
not neglected. An inscription written by 
an irritated plebeian on the gallery wall 
tells us: “Ladies go to the play to be

In the centre were statues, fountains 
forming cascades, tables and basins of 
marble and bronzes, It was the favorite 
living place of the family during the 
greater part of the year.

are encircled by. blue and scarlet fillets. 
There was a wooden trellis between them, 
enclosing the area of the  peristylium, 
converting it into a court, which was 
used to shut in wild animals and for va- 
rious other purposes. 

The dominant blue of the decorations 
of the fountains is gay and attractive. 
Statuettes of cupids or fishers stood on 
the pedestals, and their main outlines 
are ornamented with shells, which give 
them a rococo character. One of these 
fountains has two upright lamps in the 
form of masks that could be filled with 
oil, from which the light shone through 
the eyes and mouth with a fantastic ef- 
fect at night. 

Rooms which were used for various 
purposes opened into the porticoes of the 
peristylium, and are found in the second 
story. They were occupied chiefly by the 
servants. The richly decorated ones 
served as the women’s apartments 
(gynecaea), which were always in the 
most secluded part of the house. The

pails and marks left by shelvds and 
boards on which the women put their 
clothes are still to be seen on the walls. 

At.the* back of the peristylium’ stood 
the oecus and exedra, corresponding to 
our modern drawing rooms, where people 
met together, talked, danced. read and 
heard usic. 

The /Winter tvriclinium, or dining room, 
also dpened into the peristylium, and 
stood in one corner of the portico. This 
room had a large window, Three couches, 
or triclinia, surrounded the table on three 
sides, each couch accommodating three 
persons. Meals were eaten reclining and 
resting on one elbow, hence the expres- 
sion, “to Jean on one’s elbow in a man’s 
house” meant “to dine out.” 

Besides the Winter triclinium, there 
was the Summer triclinium, sheltered by 
a velum, or a trellis of grape vines, sup- 
ported by four pillars. A smal) chafing 
dish, where hot dishes were placed, was 
found here. In the room are’. running 
water bowls and vomitoria.

ITHOUT the Eskimo dog, 
th> story of the North 
Pole would remain un- 
told,” says Commander Robert E. 
Peary. Scott lost his race to the 
South Pole by depending upon Si- 
berian ponies instead of dogs. 
Explorers “come back.” Only a 
few of the dogs ever do. That is 
because they are useful all the 
time. When they die in the traces 
they form a hearty meal for the 
other dogs. When the explorer can 
conveniently do without one he 
shoots it, and the party feasts on 
fresh meat. Amundsen sings the 
praises of a dog meat menu down 
near the Southern Pole. Peary 
brought back what was left of his 
teams, and some of them are still

can even feed on the carcass of his 


fellow. 

There are many strains of Es- 
kimo dogs “malamutes,” the na- 
tives call them. The true mala- 
mute is a cross between wolf and 
dog. The wolf strain gives the en- 
durance and resistance to the per- 
ils of the wild; the dog strain gives 
the necessary obedience and docil- 
ity. Very different these from the 
pampered dogs that march beside 
Fifth avenue belles and take the 
blue ribbons at the shows. 


Six Eskimo dogs can pull a load 
of 800 pounds seven miles an hour. 
Kane was carried for 700 miles at 
the rate of 57 miles a day. But the 
record speed of dogs puling a load 
was attained in the case of Lieu- 
tenant Schwatka’s expedition, when 
a lone sailor, drifting away, Was res- 
cued.

Two 
kinds of pemmican were taken on 
their trip, in blue and red cans, the 
blue being prepared especially for 
human consumption and the red un- 
cooked, for the dogs. The curious 
fact was the dog never tore open a 
blu2 can.

This show of in- 
telligence may be attributed to the 
fact that the dog was naturally ac- 
customed to little else but raw meat 
as food, and the redness of the can 
attracted him, even as Commander 
Peary himself was once attacked by 
an animal less Knowing, simply be 
cause he wore bright red mittens.

“These revelations of dog nature 
came to us gradually. It was on 
March 15, while we were cut off 
from the shore and were casually 
watching the dogs as they idly trot- 
ted about on the snow, that we wit- 
nessed the first attack.

Acurious work of nature seen on the 


same expedition is told: “Our loads 
were arranged. theoretically, 200 
pounds to each man and 100 pounds 
to each dog, and -the first discovery 
we made was hat the dos entirely 
refused to work on our theory; the 
besé of them only exerted a pull of 
about 50 pounds, and this with a 
very dispirited and downcast mien; 
the rest hung disconsolately back 
on their traces and: had to be half 
led, half dragged over the frozen 
surface. 

“We learned later on that it was a 
bad plan to combine dogs and men 
on a sledge; the dogs have a pace 
and a manner of pulling of their own, 
and neither of these is adapted to 
the unequal movement caused by 
the swing of marching men. But on 
this occasion there was a stronger 
reason for the inefficiency of the 
dogs. They were losing their coats: 


the thick fur was coming out in 
handfuls, and the young, downy 
coat underneath formedga wretched 
protection against the bitter cold 
vinds that headed us. The habits 
of the animals were, of course, 
adapted to their northern home, 
where at this time the warm Sum- 
mer would be just commencing and 
where, no doubt, they would.have 
been glad enough to be free of their 
thick Winter garment; but that na- 
ture should oblige them to discard it 
at this season in this hemisphere 
was obviously ill timed. But nature 
seemed to realize the mistake and 


came quickly to the rescue; the new 
coats grew surprisingly fast, and be 
fore the Winter had really settled 
down on us the animals were again 
enveloped in their normally thick, 
woolly covering.”

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Why a Dog Thinks Better Than a Cat, and a Cat Better Than a Chicken 
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OES your cat or your dog think? If 
go, do they think in the same way 
as you do? These intensely in- 

teresting questions are discussed in 
“Animal Intelligence,” by Frofessor E. L. 
Thorndike, of Columbia University, who 
is already distinguished for his investiga- 
tions into this supjeécz. ; 

Professor Thorndike has approached thy 
subject from the standpoint of experimen- 
tal psychology. Instead of relating mar- 
vellous stories of animal cleverness, stories 
generaliy of favorite cats and dogs, the 
professor has submittec thesui to experl- 
menta! tests. 

He presents a problem. usually simple 
to the animals, and carefully notes what 
they do, what sensations they appear to 
fee] and finally whether they solve the 


For example, he takes hungry cats and 
dogs and encloses them in a cage, the front 
part of which is closed by a wire netting 
beyond which is placed the favorite food 
of the animal. The door fits into the 
netting and may be opened by a\mechan- 
ism which the animal has to operate in 
order to get out and reach his food. 


The spening mechanism is sometimes a 
latch, sometimes a knob, sometimes a 
platform which opens the door when the 
animal steps on it In some cases the 
doe. is commanded by two or three 
mechanisms, which the animal must oper- 
ate successively. 


In the case of chickens other obstacies 
gre used in place of doors. The bird, for 
‘mstance, may have to mount scme steps 
ic find its nourishment or companions, 
which are hidden from it. The animal is 


always required to create a mental! asso- 
ciation between the enclosure and the 
means of getting out. The dogs and cats 
are generally moved by hunger, the chick- 
ens by the desire of finding their com- 
panious. — 

The cats shut up in the cage generally 
begin by acting violently, scratching and 
biting the bars and passing their paws to 
the outside. At the end of eight or ten 
minutes they grow calm and try to escape 
in a sensible way, without paying much 
attention to the food which they sea. By 
dint of biting and scratching they end by 
discovering the method of opening the 
door and release themselves. 

When the experiment is repeated several 
times the cat comes to associate the act of 
opening the door and the pleasure of get- 
ting out. After a few successful trials 
the cat comes to bite or scratch the open- 
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ing mechanism immediately. Placed in a 
Similar box he makes hardly any fuss, and 
works the opening mechanism immedi- 
ately. . 

Dogs behave in a different day. They 
are very attentive to their nourishment, 
think about that much more than about 
the cage and show less desire to escape. 
They succeed quickly in learning the open- 
ing mechanism and recall how it works 
easily afterwards. Having once got tothe 
food in front of the cage, they show no 
desire to run far away, as the cats do. 

“hickens were placed in a cage with 
two outlets, one opening on the place 
where their food and companions were 
and the otLer on a closed cage. In other 
cases an obstacle was placed in the 
chicken’s path, such as steps to be mount- 
ed cr a tube through which it had to 
crawi. In other cases it could egcape by 


pecking at the door or mounting a little 
Spiral staircase. 

14.6 shut-up chickens showed great agi- 
tation, then tried to escape;but they suc- 
ceeded much less often than the cats and 
dogs. According to these results the dogs 
appeared most intelligent, the cats near 
to them and the chickens far behind. 

Professor Thorndike argues that the 
animals do not think like us, that with 
them the impulse to the act comes directly 
from the feeling of discomfort caused by 
being shut up and by the desire to get out. 
They may form an idea of the nature of 
the opening mechanicism, but it must be 


‘very rudimentary. 


Not one of them is capable of what we 
call reasoning. The animal cannot infer 
that a certain act will produce a foreseen 
result. The mental associations formed by 
animuis may be quite delicate, but then 


it requires a long time to form them. For 
instance, the Professor after 40 to 60 
trials accustomed a cat to go out of his 
cage when he said “I am going to feed 
my cats.” 

[It required 380 experiments to lead the 
cat to distinguish this speech from the 
opposite: “I am not going to feed my 
cats,’ and to stay in the cage when this 
was said. . 

The number of associations formed may 
be very considerable. Some chickens 
even can learn twenty-three different asso- 
ciations. 

The associations formed can last a long 
time. The cat trained to distinguish the 
two sentences given remembered them 
eighty days later. Interesting chapters on 
the book deal with imitation, the psy- 
chology of fishes and the mental life of 
monkeys.

NCE upon a time I was asked to 
lecture in a small town in Iowa. 
Before my arrival I was adver- 
tised in this way: “If the way 

to a man’s heart is through his stom- 
ach, here is a woman who can point 
ut the highway"; so, evidently my 
profession in life is to point out the 
way to a man’s heart through his 
stomach. This brings to mind the little 
verse in Meredith's ‘“‘Lucile’’:

But eivilized inan cannot 
cooks. 

Wwe read this little verse, we 
if the woman; but before we go 
stails concerning woman’s sphere 
ivan’s businéss, let us see what is 
business. Man's business is to 

oe FOR THE WOMAN. That is 

““eushe is here and what he was in- 
tended for. He is the protector of and 
the provider for woman and the home. 
Woman’s business is—and do not start, 
dear reader, when I say—woman’'s busi- 
ness is to control the world. This may 
#ound like suffragette talk, and you 
may throw down the paper in disgust; 
but if you will read further you will see 
that it is not an article concerning 
woman's rights, but woman's business. 
The ok] saying that ‘‘the hand that 
rocks the cradle rules the world” is 
now changed to ‘‘the hand that stirs the 
batter rules the world.”” Inasmuch as 
woman is the money-spender, the food-

she governs the world.

Do you realize that woman spends 8) , 


per cent of the salaries earned in this 
country? And how many women get the 
full value ,for their money? Most 
women will never be able to spend so 
as to bring adequate results until] they 
have in some way acquired a broad 
training in the estimation of values. 
As woman awakens to a realization of 
this truth and seeks ito acquire the 
knowledge and skill necessary ito do 
her part successfully, she will begin to 
attain the degree of comfort and pros- 
perity possible for us to enjoy. 

As we know, money has a_ limited 
purchasing power. If it goes to gratify 


one desire, another must be denied. Most 
of us are not able to satisfy all of our 
material desires, and here is where 
many of us make a mistake. We give 
too little thought to the various avenues 
of expenditure, All we can think of is 
the desire which is uppermost at the 
time and which we feel we must grat- 
ify, regardless of all else. 

Miss Richardson has written a littie 
book on this question, called ‘The 
Woman Who Spends,” in which she 
very cleverly says: ‘‘The woman who 
longs to get where she won't have to 
eount every penny wil] never have her 
longing satisfied until she makes every 
penny count.’’ 

So you see that the woman through 
the home has a very close relationship 
to the business world. How are we 
g0ing to make women realize this grave 
responsibility? ‘Train our girls in busi- 
ness ability is the answer. We are just 
beginning to do that in our colleges, 
where we are teaching money values by 
Kiving courses in household manage- 
ment, household accounts: and above 
everything else we are trying to set a 
Standard which does not cater to style. 
A large amount of a woman’s money 
is put in the so-called fads. When a 
woman is making out her shopping lis‘, 
she always puts first on the list the 
things which are really not necessary. 
If she would stop to think a moment, 
she would discover that she is spending 
her money on the superfluities and is 
encumbering her life with unnecessary 
things. In all large cities and even in 
Stnall towns we see Women dresséd in 
the latest style strolling along’ the 
streets with their heads full of plans for 
new hats and gowns, while at that very 
moment their husbands and fathers are 
hard at business, driven to the wall, to 
meet expenses and debts, and disheart- 
ened pecause they cannot manage to 
meet Their wives’ and daughters’ de- 
mands and whims. 

If‘one will observe the women on the 
street today he will see that the women 
are better dressed than the men. Sit 
in a depot and observe the men and 
women. The women have expensive 
furs, suits, hats, shoes and gloves, 
while the men are shabbily dressed. The 
women look young and well cared for; 
the men older and tired. So many 
women have no etandard except the 
vicious one of fashion. 

A woman who has no standard but 


that of fashion is a detriment to the 
community. 

Formerly before & woman would spend 
a sum of money she would think and 
think and think; but now we women 
spend our money and then we think 
and think and think. 

Many a time I have heard this conver- 
sation in an elevator in one of Chi- 
cago’s largest stores: ‘I want that 
suit which is displayed in the window, 
but I cannot order it until tomorrow, 
because I do not want it to go on this 
month’s charge account.”’ “I have spent 
all of my husband’s salary for this 
month, so I shall wait until the first of 
next month to get my new hat, so that 
the bill will not come in for thirty 
days.”” So many women buy extrava- 
gant, unnecessary things before the 
money is earned with which to pay the 
bills; so we women must be above 
fadism and must set and live by stand- 
ards of common sense and good judg- 
ment. We can always be prettily and 
attractively attired without going to 
the extremes. A woman should be so 
exquisitely and carefully dressed that 
no man would turn around to gaze after 
her as she passes him on the street. 

leaving this question of spending 
money, we will next consider woman as 
food provider. BWver since the first days 
woman has been giving food to man, to 
hig good or to his hurt. The physical, 
mental and spiritual life of every indl- 
vidual] depends upon his nourishment. 
He may be without shelter of any kind; 
he may lack adequate clothing for his 
needs, but food he must and will have, 
and upon his food depends his capac- 
ity for doing his work and doing it 
well. 
The baby, the child, the adult and the 
sick all have different food demands; 
and every woman ought to know what 
foods to give her babies, her growing 
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children and the older members of her 
family. Women should not let children 
drink tea or coffee, and yet how many 
mothers are careless in this respect! 
Women, give your children those foods 
which wilt develop the body and the 
m and lay the foundation for a 
heaithy man or woman, Give the chil- 


~ dren cereals and bread and butter, but- 


tering the bread on both sides. Give 
them creamed onions and carrots and 
plenty of fresh and stewed fruits and, 
above all, the child’s food, milk.

doubly appetizing by inserting two 
golden straws in the milk. One little 
girl who scorned milk in a golden cup 
relished it if it were put in a bottle 
and ehe could tilt her head back and 
let the white liquid gurgle down her 
throat. One clever woman succeeded 
in getting her little boy to drink milk 
after a case of illness by putting 4 
meringue on the top of the milk, which 
was served in a little sherbet glass and 
called liquid ice cream. She succeeded 
in accomplishing® two things in this 
way: She gave the little boy the need- 
ed nourishment in the white of the egg 
and also the nourishment of the milk. 
Some of you may say, “All women 
know by intuition how to prepare and 
eerve food’; but this is a false state- 
ment. 

The child's future life depends upon 
the food he receives during the first 
five years of his life, and yet how fow 
of ue know what to give the child after 
he leaves his steady milk diet. 

The ignorance of the average high 
school girl and even the college girl is 
appalling. Just to prove this point, I am 
going to cite some personal experiences. 
In an @xamination recently I asked a 
college girl this question: ‘‘What is 
bacon”?’” and the following is the reply: 
‘Bacon is a meat which is made by a 
very difficult process in which pork is 
used as a foundation. Fat pork and 
lean pork are pressed together and we 
have the result called bacon.’’ Very 
few girls, or perchance married women, 
know the different kinds of meats. The 
other day I asked a girl how to dis- 
tinguish between lamb and mutton. This 
is the answer she gave: ‘‘Lamb ts from 
lamb and mutton is from lamp when it 
is old.’’ The other day I heard a young 
bride in the market asking for ‘‘three 
pounds of cow baby.’’ You will be sur- 

APrised when I tell you that the ma- 
jority of girls of 18 years of age do not 
know how to separate the yolk of the 
egg from the white. Thousands of 
dollars are being spent annually in 
studying the diseases of chickens and 
cattle; in sending out bulletins to the 
farmers throughout the country, so that 
they may give balanced rations to the 
stock on the farm, and yet how many 
dollars are being spent on our gitls to 
teach them to prepare balanced rations 
for the family? Men will spend many 
dollars on a first-class animal, which 
they wish to show at the county or 
State fair. A man will weigh out the 
food for this animal for months before 
the show. The animal will be given the 
best of care from the time it is born 
until the time it is displayed and wings 
the blue ribbon, and yet how much 
time, thought and money are spent on 
the farmer’s girl? 

One of our authors says that the brain 
is in the custody of the etomach. This 
certainly explains some of the irritabil- 
ity, dullmess and misbehavior of our 
children. A large percentage of the 
absences from schoo} are due to mal- 
Nutrition. Women’s clubs - \waken- 


ing to this fact and ar 
schoo] lunches in both tee a 
schools. In Boston they Ye, recently 
tried an experiment which “Offered to 
the children at 10.30 A.M. a yenny 
lunch, a ‘‘bite’’ to break the Jong hours 
between breakfast and the noon meal. 
This catches the pennies which have 
been golng over the candy counter and 
freshens the children for the rest of the 
morning session. The Speyer School, 
of New York city, supplies every child 


rural 


‘ from the kindergarten to the third grade 


with a cup of milk and a graham 
cracker at 10.30 in the morning. The 
child pays for the food if he is able; 
but if not able, he is fed with the others 
anyway. In the Hebrew Technical 
School for Girls, in New York city, 
every girl is given a cup of milk or a 
cup of cocoa in the middle of the 
morning. At noon, soup is sold by the 
school] at 1 cent per bowl. It is re- 
ported: from all of these schools that 
there is a marked improvement in fhe 
paren condition and orderly ways and 
n the attendance at the schools. These 
lunches seem to be especially adapted to 
the rural] schools. rs. Ellen Richards 
has made many valuable suggestions for 
such an undertaking in her book, ‘‘Good 
Lunches for Rural Schools Without a 
Kitchen.” The time has come when 
the rural echools will be equipped for 
the proper teaching of the boys and the 
girls how to | pig rhe and serve good, 
nourishing food. Some of you may say. 
“What is the value of putting this into 
the rural schools?’’ There are many 
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things which can be sald on this sub- 
ject, and chief among them are the fol- 
lowing: 

The children who go to the country 
schools carry cold lunches. If they pre- 
pare and serve a good, hot, nourishing 
dish to be eaten with the cold lunch, 
they would do better work and have 
better health, and certainly the attend- 
ance would be larger, if this practical 
feature were put in with the theory 
courses. Every mother would fight for 


this branch of study to be put in her 


girl’a school if she could realize the 
value to the girl. 

Every gir) has often wondered and is 
still wondering why her teachers com- 
pel her to take the courses in physics, 
chemistry, economy, zoology and possi- 
bly that subject which is detested by all 


giriv, mathematics. If she could have 
seen, Or could see, the use of these sub- 
jects; if she could: have applied what 
she learned in school during the day to 
the domestic problems awaiting her at 
home, then her wonder would have 
ceased. So, on the thought side, Home 
Economics afford pecullar opportunities 
to develop the relating power and to 
correlate other studies. Mathematics 
begin to be interesting when applied to 
the subdividing of recipes, in the UBe of 
the measuring cup and in the use of the 
scales. Every girl would enjoy her 
mathematics if she could work them 
out jin the cooking room, instead of 
laboring for hours with pencil and pa- 
per. One girl tells me that she has 
learned more of fractions since she has 
had cooking lessons than from years- of 
abstract study. 

If we can give a_ girl courses in 
chemistry which she can apply to the 
coloring and dyeing and the laundering 
of her clothes, we are giving her some- 
thing of definite value. If we teach her 
the chemistry of foods, she can assist 
her mother in planning balanced rations 


for the members of the family. We 
spend thousands of dollars yearly to in- 
vestigate diseases of animals meh to de- 
termine means of preventing these dis- 
eases, and shall not the girl have equal 
advantages and be educated in the feed- 
ing of her child? In the study of physi- 
ology the girl learns about the digestive 
tract: in Home Economics she learns 
what foods are needed to nourish the 
body daily. If she can apply the laws 
of physics in the cooking laboratory, 
that subject immediately assumes inter- 
esting aspects, 

In botany and zoology she is inter- 
ested in knOwing what plants and ani- 
mals furnish the materials for the 
clothes which she is wearing. She can 
apply all she learns in these subjects 
to her daily work in cookery and tex- 
tile work. So one can readily see that 
the required subjects of the curriculums 
of our schools today can be easily cor- 
related to the problems of the home and 
will naturally arouse interest among the 
girls and create in them a natural. de- 
sire for the practical and necessary 
things of life. 

One of the chief things of value in 
this day and generation is accuracy. 
Home Economics teaches accuracy. 
When a girl is drafting patterns, she 
must be skillful, quick and observant of 
details. When she ts makin food 
charts, she thas to be exact and neat 
about her work. Students in Home 
Economics soon learn that mind and 
hand must work together to get good 
results, and that is one of the most de- 
sired heixhts to attain tn education.

It is a prize worth grasping; 


things. If overcome by some person, 
we excuse this on the grounds that he 
is stronger than we; but to be over- 
come by things is a sign of weakness. 
Every girl gains great satisfaction in 
conquering yeast, baking powder, soda 
and flour. Personal responsibility is 
developed in the control of materials 
and natural forces, and the student 
soon discovers that her mind and mus- 
cles are all powerful and are the 
responsible. factors in obtaining a de- 
eired result. She learns that luck is but 
a myth. If a girl pours bolling water on 
yeast, forgets salt and sugar, is lazy in 
making her muscles work effectively, 
lets the dough stand a length of time 
convenient to herself, and fails to man- 
age the temperature of the oven, she 
gets her just dues and has a dark, sour, 
soggy, ill-shapen loaf of bread. Any 
girl worth while is put on her mettle by 
such an experience. On the other hand, 
if she obeys the jaws of nature and fol- 
lows out all the rules and regulations of 
her yeast mixtures, she will produce a 
sweet, creamy, delicious loaf of bread 
—the staff of life. 

Do I hear you say, “All very 
but let the gir! make bread at home 
I reply, ‘‘The girls will not make bread 
at home.” There is a spice about do- 
ing things in a cooking laboratory 
which is lacking in mother's kitchen. 
Mothers often object to having their 
daughters do the kitchen work becatise 
of the inefficiency of the girls; or per- 
haps the maid in the kitchen objects to 
having things put out of place by the 
unskillful worker. 

Another thing wh!ch is taught In the 
cooking room is unselfishness. Every 
dav there are vast opportunities in the 
cooking laboratory for a girl to learn 
to share her finishedg products with her 
neighbor, with the teacher or with the 
unexpected guest. It is surprising. to 
see how quickly the selfish trait of 
character can be overcome by a care- 
ful observation on the teacher's part. 

Another point to be mentioned is that 
of muscle control. Muscle control is 
gained in Home Economics, The care- 
ful. accurate measurements must he 
made to obtain esatisfactory results. 
Train the girls to manipulate their fin- 
gers. Mechanical ingenuity is acquired in 
liome Economics laboratories. The 
average girl cannot take apart or put 
together an ice cream freezer or 4 
meat grinder, or oil a machine, and yet 
these are the things which she ought 
to be able to do in the home. 

I have only attempted to give a few 


of the things the individual gains in 
this broad subject, but it will at least 
shcw that she gains accuracy, self- 
responsibility and the training of mind 
and hand which she requires for her 
later life. 

The home is the greatest thing in the 
nation, and in the making of a home 
woman stands supreme. On her de- 
pends the atmosphere of the home. In 
this country we thave wealth and op- 
portunity, but our ideals of a home 
seem to be somewhat wanting. A man 
may build the house, but he cannot 
make the home. A.woman must do 
that. Asking a little boy one day what 
home meant to him, he replied, “Home 
is where I hangs my hat’; and asking 
a girl what home meant to her, the 
answer was, ‘‘Home is where my dishes 
is."" Surely there is something wrong 
somewhere when home does not typify 
more than this to the children of today. 

Nine-tenths of the money spent is 
said to go into the so-called homes of

the land; with what result? Our camily 


homes are virtually disappearing an 
thousands of families have no roof above 
them—only another family. Anyhow, 
necessary it is for women to know some- 
thing of house plans, of the arrarge- 
ment of rooms and of ‘household devices, 
so that the work of the kitchen may 
be done as efficiently and as scientif- 
ically as the work done in the manvuv- 
factories by men. 

I am sure that every one of us, men 
and women, will admit that the mind is 
as necessary a tool to the woman suc- 
cessful in her business—homemaking— 
as it is to the shrewd man in hig busi- 
ness. Realizing then that women’s work 
in the world is as important, or more 
important, possibly, than man's work, 
should we hesitate one minute ahout 
equipping the girls for their life work? 
Tt is much more difficult to make old 


* mothers over than to form new mothers 


in the right way from the younger gen- 
eration; and this is the work which we 
are slowly accomplishing through the 
work of Home Economics. 

Every woman asks -and wants te 
know how ‘she can make the home an 
ideal place. It should be full of the 
comforts and convéniences and articles 
of charm and shovld wear the air of 
‘home,’ so that the children will want 
to return to it. 

Let us first regard the woman her 
self. One woman once said to me: “I 
have so much to do that I do not know 
what to do first, so I think I'll take 
my nap and have that much off my 
mind.” Every woman should take a nap 
every day, and the children should be 
trained to realize that tnis is mothers 
hour and she must not be disturbed. 
Worry and fatigue are more tiring than 
work, and when a woman is tired out 
she is not herself. It is difficult to be 
patient. The smallest things annoy her 
and she loses her tempet easily. Shs 
must guard against this fatigue if she 
would be a*wise mother. The woman 
in her'home should have 2 system, just 
as the euccessful man ‘is systematic 
about his business. Without a system 
in the home there is no leisure for the 
wife and mother. 

The woman's workshop should b¢# 
convenient. She should have efficient 
tools, and not work'in an inefficient 
way. Stnce housekeeping is the great- 
est industry and gives employment to 
over 18,000,000 people, mostly women 
who work. chiefly for love of others 
and not for money, this work should 
be made lighter and less burdensome. 
The man should provide money for his 
wife to equip her. kitchen properly. 
She should have aie kitchen ¢abinet, 
which will save her many steps; @ 
fireless cooker, which will save money, 
time and strength. She should not. 
get down on her hands and knees to 
scrub, but should have a scrubbing. 
mop and a dustpan with a handle. 
She should take a magazine dealing 
with her problems and should keep up 
to date in her work just as a lawyer 
and physician keep up with .their 
professions. It is woman's business to 
consider every detail] of her home, and 
particularly the kitchen, where the 
food is prepared for the family. 

There is so much competition in the 
world today that it takes all the 
husband and father can do to attend 
to his business. The woman should 
work out her problems alone. Of 
course, there must always be bappy 
co-operation on the part of both. he 
man should always remember that he 
can lighten the monotenocus tasks 
which fall to woman’s hands, for his 
work is from morning till set of Sun; 
but her work is never done. 

And now we come to the last phase 
of woman's sphere, the greatest ofall: 
the bearing and nurture of the children. 
And every one who is teaching Home 
Economics is but an assistant te the 
head teacher, the mother. The mother 
is the first teacher of the nation. The 
mother has the exclusive care of the 
child's education for the first five years 
of its life before it reaches the kinder- 
garten teacher—years. in which the 
whole health is forméd for the better or 
for the worse. And even after the child 
enters school, the mother is stil] the 
power behind the throne and has the 
controlling influence over the child’s 
life. Surely then we should equip our 

ris for this important work. We must 
mpress upon our girls then the re- 
sponsibility and duty which will be 
theirs in the making of good citizens. 

We have been talking about women's 
sphere from, perhaps, the more material 
side of life: the wise spending of the 
money and the providing of the proper 
food for the family, and the making of 
a happy home, with the bearing and 
training of the children. She has 
other function in this world: to adé 
color to the daily routine of life. . If the 
color of the world were painted op a 
canvas, it would bea dark, muddy color, 
for there is much seorrow and trouble; 
but wher & woman's hand touches the 
canvas, it would be a dark, muddy color, 
color touches; and if you will notice 
carefully, the color she gives to the 
world 1s not the color of a butterfly, 
Bye the golden, ‘rich color of the .gun-

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RESUME of the worlds great love 
stories shows what a powerful force 
love is and what! influence it exerts in 
the shaping of destinies. 

Without love civilization would perish, the 
home would lose all the essentials of happi- 
ness, ambition would die, and savagery again 
engulf the peoples of the earth. 

The pages of history are full of romances. 
None fis more interesting thah that of Dante 
and Beatrice. This great Italian poet early 
in life commenced to dream of love. He 
spent much of his time writing love poems and 
walking the streets of his native city trying 
to find his ideal. 

He lived with his parents in FYorence, the 
city of flowers and sunshine. His surround- 
ings were beautiful. His father was a law- 
- yer and well to do and the poet did not have 
to abandon his dreams to work. 

His first meeting with Beatrice came when 
his father took him to a feast given by a 
friend, Portinari, a man of wealth and social 
standing. Dante was then only 9 years old. 
Beatrice was three or four years older. She 
was slight in form.: Her face was exquisitely 
delicate and refined. Her eyes were dark and 
poetic and she had heavy, long dark hair. Her 
complexion was as soft and fair as her hair 
and eyes were dark.

Dante Finds Heart's Deity. 

At the meeting she wore a dress in keeping 
with her youthful beauty. It was crimson 
and simply made, girdled after the fashion 
that prevailed. 

Though Beatrice paid little attention to 
Dante, she awakened love in his heart. He 
said to himself, “ Here is a deity who shall 
rule over me.” | 


And she did, for though he seldom saw her, - 


she was with him in the spirit all the time. 

He occasionally saw her in church or walk- 
ing- with girl friends, but only once or twice 
after their first meeting was he given a chanca 
to talk to her, and then only ‘for a few min- 
utes. But she was his ideal and he kept 
dreaming of her and writing sonnets about 
her. 

Nine years passed. Beatrice had been 
given to Simon de Bardi in marriage. Dante 
was at her wedding and suffered much at 
seeing her wedded t» another, but he strug- 
gled to gain mastery of himself and was de 
termined that she should still be his ideal, as 
she had been up to that moment. 

Dante himself married and was happy with 
his wife and the seven children she bore him. 
He seldom saw Beatrice, but she was the in- 
spiration of his great poem, the “ Divine 
Comedy,” and thoughts of her were his solace 
in exile and in his many troubles.

Heloise Makes the Sacrifice. 

The story of Dante and Beatrice is a story 
of sacrifice by the man. In the romance of 
Héloise and Abélard the case is reversed. 

Pierre Abélard was the greatest scholar in 
France. He called hundreds of scholars to 
Paris, making the French capital one of the 
great intellectual centers of his day. This 
lasted until he quarreled with his great teach- 
er and rival, Champeaux. Then Abélard left

Paris to wander and to teach in the smaller 
French cities. Later he returned to Paris 
and obtained lodging with Fulbert, a canon of 
Paris. Fnibert was glad to get such a dis- 
tinguished boarder, for he was a learned man, 

With Fulbert lived his niece, H6éloise. This 
girl of 18 was as brilliant as she was beauti- 
ful. She was of a noble family, related to 
the Montmorencys, famous in French history 
for their chivalry. She was a musician, was 
fond .of poetry and learned in astronomy—in 
fact, was considered the most gifted girl in 
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Dante ancl Bearrico [Aver H, Holiday ] 


She was as pleased as was her uncle when 
the great Abélard came to live with them. 
She had been wanting to study Latin and 
Hebrew; here was the man who could teach 
her. . Since she was only 18 and he 35, she\at 
first did not think of him as a lover. But ere 
long she became infatuated with his learning 
and he with her beauty. They strove to keep 
their love a secret from her uncle, but he 
learned of it and insisted that Abélard marry 
his niece. Abélard consented, but H6lofse 


hesitated, feeling that their union might hurt’ 


bis career. 

But the uncle’s wishes prevailed and they 
were married. Hé6lofse returned to her uncle’s 
home and her husband to his lectures and 
studies. They seldom met after that, but 
Héloise continued to pour forth her love in 
beautiful letters despite Abélard’s cold and 
indifferent answers. 

When her husband began to distrust her it 
cut her to the heart and she concluded to take 
the veil. 

Abélard paid the price of indifference and 
disloyalty. Sorrow and disappointments of 
many kinds came to him in his work. At last 
he donned the tunic of a Benedictine monk 
and entered the abbey of St. Denis. 

Abélard died some years before Hélofse, and 
daily she paid a visit to his grave, When she 
died their bodies were taken tg Paris, and 
there they rest together in the cemetery of 
Pére la Chaise. { | |

Love Affairs of Goethe Many. 
No lover has been more disQussed than the 
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hearts that many wonder if he was ever sin- 
cere. But to this poet ilove and woman were 
synonymous terms and he worshiped both 
with a romancer’s heart. 

At his home at Weimar the walls of one 
room abounded with silhouettes of his many 
lady loves made by the poet himself. In this 


gallery of fair women are seen the fragile ~ 


grace of Lill, the beauty of Friederike, the 
high bred repose of Charlotte von Stein. 
Goethe had none of the qualities of the flirt, 
but he had such a wonderful personality that 
he won the affections of women without real- 
izing what bad happened. He awakened love 
in many a soul to which he responded with 
affection, believing his ideal might be realized. 
* * 


Poet’s Love Early Aroused. 
Of Goethe’s first love no portrait exists, 
and éven her surname is unknown. . Goethe 
was only 15 when his boyish fancy developed 


into love. The strict ways of his father drove 
the boy away from home a great deal, and he 


went to a tavern, where he met Gretchen, sis- 


ter of one of his béy friends. It was love at - 


first.sight. She was as infatuated with him 
as he was with her. 
When she passed out of his vision he trans- 


ferred his affections to a-certain Aennchen. 


He saw her daily for months and soon was in 
love. She was ‘lively and charming. When 
she realized that Goethe could never’ be a 
lover in all that the word’should mean she let 
him go. They parted in anger. She was mar- 
ried soon afterward to Dr. Kanne. 


In_ Strasburg Goethe had a number of ro- — 
moat interesting with the two

daughters of bis dancing master. These girls, 
Lucinda and Emilie, were both less than 20 
and were much infatuated with the young 
poet. When bidding him farewell Lucinda 
exclaimed: “I know that I have lost you. 
I renounce all claim to you. But thou shalt 
never have him, sister.”’ 

The sweetest romance in the poet’s life is 
his love story with Friederike Brion. They 
met when Goethe was 21 and a student at the 
University of Strasburg. While there he met 
a pastor, and to wim the admiration of the 
father and his pretty daughter be feigned to 
be a bashful theological student. 

He was reading Goldsmith's ‘“ Vicar of 
Wakefield,” and saw a close resemblance to 
the Primrose family in this pastor’s home. 
For a time Friederike filled his heart altogeth- 
er find it waS believed they were betrothed. 
Before he finished the university he concluded 
they had better part. 

Goethe deeply loved Friedertke, but he was 
not sure enough of himself to marry her. ‘This 
he showed in his work, “Wahrheit -and Dicb- 
tung,” in which he gives a résumé of this 
love. Friederike never lost faith in his love 
and refused the hand of many a worthy suitor, 
saying: “The heart that has once loved 
Goethe can belong to no one else.”

Goethe found his match In Charlétte—his 


Lottchen, as he loved to call her. When he 
met her she was engaged to Kestner, secretary 


of the Hanoverian legation, She was tactful | 
with both men and soon made them friends. . 


Though she was flattered by Goethe's atten- 
tion, she never thought of giving up Kester. 
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brother of Napoleon, whose infatuation she 
took lightly. Though he wrote her letter 
after letter in a wild and unrestrained tope, 
she met them all with composure and indiffer- 
ence. . 

The next to woo her by praise and flattery 
was Napoleon, who had just been made con- 
aul. He tried to win her by offering her a 
high place at court. Finally he sent his min- 
ister, Fouché, to make her a formal offer in 
these words: “ You can no longer refuse. It 
is not I now but the emperor himself who 
offers you the post of dame du palais, and I 
am commissioned to offer it to you in his 
name.” 

Though the minister became furious, she re- 
fused flatly.

No Return of Affection Asked. 

Then followed a happy summer with her 
friend, Mme. de Stuel, at Coppet. This visit 
brought her a number of admirers and suitors. 
Among them was Benjamin Constant, writer 
and philosopher, formerly an admirer of Mme. 
de Stnel. He also was gently but firmly re- 
pulsed. * 

Ballanche, once a poor printer, but --who 
was winning recognition because of bis learn- 
ing, found in Mme. Récamier his ideal. 
Though he loved her, and never ceased to Ipve 
her. he did not ask for any affection in return.

Greate Gumbo. 


By Jane Edington. 
EW ORLEANS, La., March 22,—It 
N is very easy to get directions, 
but hard to get precise recipes 
in thig Creo!- country. No family buys 
meat unless it be a bit of ham for the 
sake of the flavor for the famous gum- 
bo. One cook will say: “Take cny 
fragments of meat you may have.” 
Another will say the same thing with 
such a variation as is in “Take whatl- 
ever you have’ or “. ake it of most 
everything.” 

Then you fry your meat in a little 
lard cooking oil—a colorefi cook 
may put on company manners and say 
she uses butter, and you add a little 
flour to make a brown roux. 

If it is an okra gumbo the okra is 
fried with the meat. If you make a 
gumbo filee, you have a clear soup 
until the end, when you add the filee 
powder, stirring it in ag though it 
were salt. Thig makes it “gooey. 
The green filee powder,is bought of 
the Indians and no great amount of it 
is required for your soup. 


The cook in a Creole home dwelt 
Particularly and deliciously on the ham 
in describing this soup. You can start 
your soup with raw or boiled ham, 
but you must fry it. When there,are 
no fragments in the house 6 cents 
worth of veal ig sometimes purchased. 
But it is the ham that all the home 
cooks dwell upon. To hear Sarah, the 
shiny faced and good natured cook of 
our hostess, pronounce the word ham 
is to hear a sound that cuggested some 
meat of the golden age. 

After eating gumbo at restaurant, 
hotel, and in a French home we de- 
cided that the description, “Take 
whatever you have,’ was followed to 
the letter, for we were able to pick 
out most of the many ingredients— 
oysters, shrimps, ox tail, etc. These 
we could see, but we had to pick out 
the other additions in the way of pep- 
per and other seasoning~ with the help 
of other senses. 


After a study of the printed recipes, 
especially those for chicken gumbo, 
even when they are reputed to be from 
very famous sources, any sensible 
cook must dccide that they are not 
overreliable. Some of these advise 
you to put in the oysters, which mest 
cooks. like to put in for the sake of 
the improved flavor, and cook them 
four hours. The domestic cook says 
to put them in the last thing,and cook 
them about as much as for aistew. 

The dark gumbo, made with the filee 
powder (of course it is served with 
rice), is not commonly seen in any 
place but the south, but the oKra 
gumbo made with chicken is more or 
less cosmopolitan, since the okra is_to 
be found in most large markets during 
a part of the year.

A recipe from a famous source for 
“Gumbo atla Creole, ten persons,” gives 
these directions—"Cut an old, fat 
chicken into small pieces: chop small 
four onions, place the onions in five 
ounces of lard and let it cook unti! 
well browned: Then put in four spoon- 
fuls of flour and let cook five minutes. 
Put in half a‘ gallon of good rich stock, 
add a can of tomatoes, a can of okra, 
season with salt, pepper and cayenne. 
Tle a small quantity of thyme in a bit 
of cloth, then add twenty-four large

The Artichoke.

EW ORLEANS, March  28.,—The 
N French of New Orleans love ev- 
eryihing Parisian. Fortunate’! 

sons have always gone to Paris for, 
their education. On another sof] than’ 
France, we find here the same tastes! 
af their own, but they have kept them- 
selves refreshed in French ways by 
reading Parisian newspapers and es- 
pecially in using French cook books. 

Though they have some dishes which 
belong to Louisiana, rather than to 
French, we find here the same tastes 
as regards many things as we find in| 
Paris, 

The artichoke is a favorite green in 
both France and Louisiana and it de- 
served to be more widely cultivated, if 
for no othr reason than that it is an! 
ornament to any market. There is.a' 
good deal to eat in a large artichoke. 
and it makes good eating if it is welk 
cooked. ' 

The large ones are now 10 cents; 
aplece here—three or four for 25 cents 
and the small ones 5 cents apiece. With 
that artistic skill with which the peo- 
ple in the French market make a bas- 
ket of turnips look like a great hand-* 
some floral centerpiece, the artichoke! 
is piled to look like an immense trop- 
ical cone. 


Before we had been in New Orleans 
two hours an enthusiastic purveyor of 
food stuffs described to me with great 
gusto and smacking of lips this recipe: 

Stuffed Artichokes—Boil the § arti- 
chokes-——some people do not do this 
first—and pull the leaves apart, but do 
not break from the heart. Then shove 
all in between them a dressing made 
as follows: Chop together some green 
onion, a little garlic, some grated bread 
(you may toast it before grating it), 
some Italian cheese, red pepper, thyme, 
etc. “Put in lots of seasoning.” Then 
Stand each artichoke down in a pan, 
pour over it a small bottle of olive oil, 
set in the oven to warm up, dipping up 
every bit of the oil into the artichokes. 

The French perhaps eat the,-arti- 
chokes most often plain boiled with 
one or another of several sauces. It is 
an art to eat them in this way. 

At Begue’s we had a delicious arti- 
choke omelet. A modern French cook 
book, one printed last year, gives a 
recipe for boiling them twenty minutes, 
letting them get cool to eat with a 
French dressing, just as we eat cold 
dandelions and other greens. An old 
French cook book of.1817, the free 
translation of whose title is “Plain 
Cooking,’ gives half a dozen recipes 
for cooking artichokes which begin and 
go on just like the most modern of 
recipes. 

Lest I make some. mistake in the 
translation—some French words hag a 
little different meaning a hundred 
vears ago from that which they have 
today—I shall quote those from the 
Creole Cook Book. 

“French Artichokes Boiled—Six ten- 
dec French artichokes, one tablespoon 
of vinegar, one teaspoonful of salt, 
sauce according to taste. Strip off the 
coarse outer leaves, or better still, cut! 
the stalks close with a palr of acis-| 
sors, ard trim the sharp points from | 
the leaves, removing about a quarter) 
of an inch of each. (The old book ad-! 
vises that this be done doucement or| 
gently, but the hotel cook, who does! 
not boil these to perfection, evidently | 
cuts off all the points at one stroke of} 
a sharp knife.) Throw into cold water! 
and wash well, adding a little vinegar | 
to draw out any lurking insects. Have 
on the stove a pot of boiling water and 
add a teaspoonful of salt. Throw in 
the artichokes and boil. gently until it 
is possible to draw out a leaf easily, 
or unttl the outer leaves are tender. 
Take from the fire and drain upon a 
dish, placing them upside down, s80 
that the water may all run off, Stand 
on their stalks in another dish when 
thoroughly drained, and serve hot 
with drawn butter sauce, sauce a la 
maitre d@’'hotel or a sauce a ja Hollan- 
daise. 

“The time for bolling an artichoke 
depends entirely on the age and size 
of the vegetable, and requires all the 
way: from twenty-five minutes to an 
hour.”

Learning that Mrs. William Lawson 
Peel had been at work on a bill for 
compulsory registration, she was ask- 
ed to give her reasons for and Views 
en the subject for this column.

“Woman's Enlarging Sphere Jolted 
by ‘The. Herfords’”" was the caption 
over the write-up a young critic gave 
Miss Crother’s play, “The Herfords,” 
in which Viola Allen played the lead- 
ing role the other night. The critic 
should have written “‘Woman's Indi- 
vidual Sphere,’ for the play demon- 
strated not the ‘enlarged  sphere,’’ 
which is woman's unselfish, broad In- | 
terest for others as well as herself, | 
but the pride of individual § achieve- 
ment which the woman sculptor feit 
to that selfish extent when she was ex- 
cluding all other interests for it.

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BACK TO MINES 


British’ Strikers Reluctant to 
Return Until Result of 
Ballot Is Known. 


London, March 30.—Although the 
first votes taken among the miners of 
Lancashire on the question: “Are you 
in favor of resuming work pending the 
settlement of the minimum rates of 
wages in the various grades by the 
‘district boards to be appointed under 
the coal mines’ minimum wage act?” 
show that a majoritw of the men there 
are opposed to returning to work un- 
til the district boards have fixed the 
minimum wages, there are indications 
throughout the rest of the country 
which show an increasing desire of 
the miners to return to the pits. 

There is considerable reluctance, 
however, among the colliers to take 
any definite step until the result of 
the ballot of the whole of the miners, 
about which there seems to be little 
doubt, is definitely known. 

Practically all the leaders of the 
men are advising the miners that noth- 
ing will be gained by remaining out. 

In the colliers where some of the 
men are already working there have 
been additions to their numbers at al- 
most every shift, and Monday next 
probably will see all the non-union- 
ists and a good sprinkling of trade 
unionists back in the mines. Even 
then, however, there will 
small proportion of the number of the 
miners employed in all the coal fields 
at work and the other industries af- 
fected will not be able for some time 
vet to get the supplies of fuel they so 
badly require.
